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DEATHS. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  of  Stretford  residents 
recorded  by  the  Registrar  General  is  713  (See  Table  II). 

426  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
including  22  deaths  of  non-residents  which  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  their  appropriate  registration  areas ;  309 

Stretford  residents  died  outside  the  district.  The  net 
number  of  deaths  of  Stretford  residents  (occurring  within 
or  outside  the  district)  was  therefore  713.  Of  this  number 
324  (or  45.4  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths)  occurred  after 
the  age  of  65  years.

GENERAL 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  AREA. 

The  natural  and  social  conditions  have  been  described  in 
previous  reports  and  call  for  no  special  comment. 

No  particular  occupation  has  affected  adversely  the  public 
health  and  there  has  been  no  specially  noteworthy  incidence 
of  sickness.  A  case  of  poliomyelitis  seen  in  the  acute  stage 
was  promptly  dealt  with  and  no  further  instance  of  the 
disease  was  discovered. 

The  unemployment  figures  supplied  by  the  local  Labour 
Exchange  shew  that  approximately  3  per  cent,  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  over  18  years  of  age  were  wholly  unemployed  as  com¬ 
pared  with  4  per  cent,  in  1935  and  5  per  cent,  in  1934. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

Hospital  Accommodation  Available — 

1.  Smallpox.  The  Agreement  with  the  Bury  and  District 
joint  Hospital  Board  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  Smallpox 
remains  operative  until  September,  1937.  The  County 
scheme  under  Section  63  of  the  Local  Government  Act, 
1929,  which  requires  the  provision  of  adequate  hospital 
accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease,  is 
under  consideration. 

2.  For  infectious  disease  other  than  smallpox  the 
Borough  of  Stretford  is  grouped  with  the  Borough  of  Eccles 
and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Urmston,  Irlam  and  Farnworth, 
as  Area  XXV  of  the  County  Scheme.  Agreements  between 
the  Salford  Corporation  and  the  Authorities  in  Area  XXV 
are  under  consideration  for  the  reservation  of  110  beds  at 
Ladywell  Sanatorium  for  the  use  of  patients  from  the  Area 
XXV. 
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3.  The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for 
the  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  the 
County  Sanatoria  being  available  for  Stretford  cases. 

4.  The  Corporation  maintains  six  of  the  eight  maternity 
beds  provided  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Stretford  War 
Memorial  Red  Cross  Public  Nursing  Service  at  the  Stretford 
Memorial  Hospital.  A  retaining  fee  of  £30  per  bed  is  paid, 
plus  maintenance  fees  at  the  rate  of  three  guineas  per  week 
per  bed  occupied. 

The  Corporation  also  subsidises  six  beds  in  the  General 
Wards  of  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital,  three  for  males 
and  three  for  females. 

Excellent  facilities  are  available  at  Park  Hospital  Davy- 
hulme,  which  is  controlled  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council. 

The  Corporation  subscribes  to  all  the  Manchester  Hospitals 
and  accommodation  is  available  for  Stretford  residents. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers 
or  illegitimate  infants  in  the  area. 

The  Galloway  Home,  situated  in  the  district,  is  conducted 
by  the  Waifs’  and  Strays’  Society  (Church  of  England),  for 
orphan,  homeless  and  destitute  girls.

Ambulance  facilities — 

(a)  Infectious  cases  are  removed  in  the  motor  ambulances 
of  the  Salford  Corporation. 

( b )  Two  motor  ambulances  belonging  to  the  Corporation 
are  garaged  at  the  Cleansing  Depot.  Service  is  available 
day  and  night  for  the  removal  of  cases  of  accident  or  sudden 
illness.  Ambulance  service  can  be  obtained  for  other  cases 
by  arrangement  but  the  service  is  primarily  intended  to  deal 
with  accidents  and  sudden  illness. 

Statistical  information  as  to  the  use  and  cost  of  the 
Ambulance  service  is  given  in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report. 
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Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home— 

( a )  District  Nurses  are  provided  from  the  Manchester 
District  Nursing  Institution,  by  the  Stretford  War  Memo¬ 
rial  Red  Cross  Public  Nursing  Service.  Three  nurses  give 
whole  time  service  in  the  Borough.  The  Nursing  Service  is 
managed  by  seven  Trustees,  three  of  whom  are  appointed 
by  the  Town  Council  and  four  by  the  Stretford  Detachment 
of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  During  the  year  394 
patients  were  attended  by  the  District  Nurses,  involving 
13,987  visits. 

(b)  For  infectious  patients  who  for  any  reason  may  not 
be  removed  to  hospital,  nursing  assistance  can  only  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  one  of  the  health  visitors.  The  advisability  of 
maintaining  one  health  visitor  for  the  home  visiting  and 
nursing  assistance  of  cases  of  measles,  whooping  cough, 
ophthalmia  neonatorum,  and  mild  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  is 
likely  to  require  consideration  in  the  near  future.  The  home 
conditions  of  many  such  patients  indicate  the  need  for  skilled 
assistance  and  whilst  there  is  no  statistical  evidence  of 
fatality  through  lack  of  this  service,  it  is  certain  that  much 
could  be  done  to  mitigate  the  anxiety  of  parents,  to  prevent 
dangerous  complications,  and  to  ensure  the  best  possible 
chance  of  recovery  without  damaging  sequelae.  Recovery 
is  not  sufficient  if  the  after  effects  are  to  prove  a  source 
of  future  ill-health  and  inefficiency. 

MLdwives — 

At  December,  1936,  there  were  46  midwives  registered 
as  having  given  notice  of  intention  to  practice  in  the  area. 
No  midwife  is  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Borough 
Council  or  by  the  County  Council.  Detailed  and  statistical 
information  relating  to  the  administration  of  the  Midwives’ 
Act  is  given  on  pages  87 — 92. 

The  proposals  of  the  Town  Council  for  the  discharge  of 
their  obligations  under  the  Midwives’  Act,  1936,  provide  for 
the  appointment  of  six  whole  time  salaried  municipal 
midwives  (see  page  93). 
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Registration  of  Nursing  Homes— 

The  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  registration  and 
inspection  of  nursing  homes,  including  maternity  homes,  in 
the  area.  The  inspection  and  supervision  of  the  homes  is 
carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  personally. 

An  application  for  exemption  from  registration  in  respect 
of  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital  was  granted.  The 
number  of  homes  on  the  register  at  December  31st  was  six; 
five  homes  with  eleven  beds  for  maternity  patients  and  one 
home  with  two  maternity  beds  and  ten  beds  for  general 
medical  and  surgical  patients. 

Chemical  Work — 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  is  administered 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  Any  special  chemical 
examinations  required  are  carried  out  either  at  the 
Laboratory  of  the  County  Analyst  or  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  of  the  University  of  Manchester. 


Co-ordination  with  other  Medical  Services— 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is  not  officially 
co-ordinated  with  the  medical  and  ancillary  services  of 
National  Health  Insurance  or  of  the  Poor  Law,  but  the 
co-operation  maintained  with  the  Relieving  Officer  and 
with  the  Clerk  to  the  Guardians’  Committee,  and  with  the 
officials  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  at  Davyhulme 
Park  Hospital,  has  proved  of  mutual  advantage.

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PROPAGANDA. 


Publicity  on  matters  concerning  health  is  carried  out  daily 
by  the  Public  Health  Department.  Posters  and  leaflets 
published  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  and 
the  Health  and  Cleanliness  Council  are  regularly  exhibited 
and  distributed. 

Posters  are  displayed  on  the  Notice  Boards  originally 
erected  for  the  Empire  Marketing  Board  at  Old  Trafford 
and  Stretford.  By  arrangement  with  Metropolitan  Vickers 
Ltd.,  posters  are  exhibited  on  three  frames  in  the  works 
yard  during  the  winter  months. 

Literature  is  also  regularly  distributed  to  mothers 
attending  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  suitable 
subjects  being  selected  with  the  assistance  of  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water— 

With  the  exception  of  two  shallow  wells  serving  farm 
cottages  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough,  the  whole  of  the 
water  is  obtained  by  constant  supply  from  the  Manchester 
Corporation,  who  are  the  Authority  responsible  for  this 
service.  There  are  no  dwelling  houses  supplied  by  stand 
pipe,  each  of  the  16,560  houses  in  the  Borough  having  a 
separate  supply  of  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage- 

All  new  drains  are  subjected  to  the  hydraulic  test  at  the 
time  of  laying.  The  smoke  test  is  applied  to  old  drains 
whenever  desirable. 

The  sewers  are  controlled  by  the  Highways  Department 
and  are  periodically  flushed  from  an  800  gallon  tank.

The  only  pail  closets  remaining  in  the  Borough  are  in 
localities  (mainly  in  the  Docks  Area)  in  which  sewerage 
is  considered  impracticable. 

The  Council’s  policy  in  contributing  £5  towards  the  cost 
of  conversion  of  a  waste-water  closet  to  a  fresh-water  type 
has  been  a  factor  in  reducing  the  number  of  waste-water 
closets  from  200  in  1925  to  6  in  1936. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  number  will  be  further  reduced 
in  the  near  future. 

Scavenging — 

The  whole  of  this  work  is  now  carried  out  by  modern 
motor  refuse-collection  vehicles.  The  present  arrangements 
are  efficient  and  satisfactory,  having  due  regard  to  considera¬ 
tion  of  cost.  A  detailed  report  on  this  service  is  included 
in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  on  pages  126 — 131. 

There  are  two  privy  middens  in  the  Borough  (both  at 
outlying  farms).  These  are  emptied  by  the  owners. 

Disposal  of  refuse  has  taken  place  both  by  incineration 
and  controlled  tipping  during  the  year,  but  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  year  controlled  tipping  only  has  been  carried 
out.  A  full  report  on  the  reasons  for  this  policy  is  contained 
in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.

Smoke  Abatement — 

During  the  year  79  smoke  observations  have  been  made. 
Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  instance  and  an 
Order  to  abate  the  nuisance  was  made.  Warning  letters 
have  been  addressed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Town  Clerk 
in  cases  of  contravention  of  the  Bye-Laws. 

The  time  concession  allowed  for  the  emission  of  black 
smoke  is  two  minutes  per  half  hour.  This  limit  was 
exceeded  on  six  occasions.  Three  notices  under  the  P.H. 
(Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  1926,  were  served.  The  Council  is 
represented  on  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Joint 
Smoke  Abatement  Committee  and  also  on  the  National 
Smoke  Abatement  Society. 

In  an  endeavour  to  encourage  firms  in  the  Borough  to 
take  steps  to  prevent  nuisance  from  smoke,  employers  are 
asked  to  allow  workmen  to  attend  lectures  held  at  the 
Manchester  College  of  Technology. 
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Another  potentially  valuable  step  towards  the  diminution 
of  smoke  from  factory  chimneys,  is  the  offer  of  the  Coal 
Utilisation  Council  in  collaboration  with  the  Manchester 
and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee,  to  pro¬ 
vide  free  of  charge  the  services  of  that  Council’s  expert 
combustion  engineers  to  advise  users  of  fuel  in  connection 
with  combustion  problems  on  the  best  methods  applicable 
to  their  particular  needs.  This  offer  has  been  communicated 
to  firms  in  the  Borough  and  if  adequately  used  should  serve 
not  only  to  minimise  the  smoke  nuisance  but  to  demonstrate 
that  helpful  preventive  advice  is  aimed  at,  rather  than 
penal  action  after  the  offence. 

Valuable  assistance  has  been  rendered  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Inspector  under  the  Alkali  Acts  in  connection  with 
complaints  of  offensive  effluvia  and  fumes  from  industrial 
processes  which  are  outside  the  scope  of  the  Corporation’s 
powers  and  duties  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  Controlled  by  Byelaws 
or  Regulations — 

There  are  forty-one  premises  registered  for  the  conduct  of 
offensive  trades,  details  of  which  are  given  in  the  Report  of 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings,  etc. — 

There  are  no  “common  lodging  houses”  in  the  Borough 
but  134  “houses  let  in  lodgings”  were  registered  at  the  end 
of  the  year  as  against  128  in  the  previous  year. 

Investigations  by  the  District  Inspectors  into  this  increase 
of  6  resulted  in  schedules  of  works  required  to  remedy  the 
defects  and  of  additional  works  necessary  to  bring  the 
premises  up  to  byelaw  standard,  being  addressed  to  the 
owners  or  principal  tenants.  Twenty-eight  other  houses 
suspected  of  being  within  the  scope  of  the  byelaws  (all 
belonging  to  one  owner)  are  now  under  consideration. 

Ten  further  suspected  cases  were  found  to  be  exempt 
from  the  byelaws  for  various  reasons,  e.g.,  removals, 
boarders  and  some  families  having  obtained  separate 
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premises.  The  activities  of  the  department  during  the  past 
year  has  had  a  beneficial  effect  in  raising  the  standard  of 
living  in  a  number  of  instances  and  further  improvement  is 
anticipated  during  the  coming  year. 

Several  instances  of  3  families  living  together  have  been 
found  to  consist  of  the  original  householder  and  a  married 
son  and  his  family  and  a  married  daughter  and  her  family. 
Enquiries  disclose  the  fact  that  small  houses  suitable  to  the 
financial  resources  or  in  the  locality  convenient  to  their 
places  of  employment  are  not  available  and  they  prefer  to 
remain  in  their  original  homes  than  to  live  ‘fin  rooms” 
with  strangers.  There  is,  however,  usually  a  natural  desire 
for  separate  homes  and  the  Department,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Estates  Department  of  the  Corporation  have  been  suc¬ 
cessful  in  obtaining  accommodation  for  several  such  cases. 

Schools— 

All  the  schools  are  visited  periodically  by  the  Chief  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspector  and  any  defects  found  are  remedied ;  in  the 
case  of  Council  Schools  by  the  Education  Committee,  and 
in  the  case  of  non-provided  schools  by  the  School  Managers. 
The  surroundings  and  general  conditions  of  the  schools 
are  satisfactory. 

HOUSING. 

1. — General  Observations  as  to  Housing  Conditions — 

The  general  standard  of  houses  is  good,  the  prevalent  type 
being  a  three-bedroomed  house  with  parlour.  The  approxi¬ 
mate  ages  and  numbers  of  the  houses  are  : —

The  defects  found,  particularly  in  the  older  houses,  are 
chiefly  open  brickwork  joints  and  the  absence  of  a  damp- 
proof  course,  giving  rise  to  dampness. 
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There  has  been  no  important  change  in  the  population 
of  the  Borough  during  1936,  but  the  number  of  inhabitants 
is  apparently  still  increasing.  335  new  houses  have  been 
erected  by  private  enterprise. 

Negotiations  have  been  completed  for  the  acquisition  of 
land  for  housing  purposes  and  a  scheme  has  been  prepared 
by  the  Housing  Committee  for  the  development  of  a  site 
in  the  Lostock  area  of  the  Borough,  on  which  the  erection 
of  houses  will  commence  in  1937. 

2.— -Overcrowding — 

A  report  on  the  Housing  Survey  made  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1935,  was  submitted  to  the  Town  Council  on  May  19th 
1936.  In  the  Appendix  to  this  Report  the  essential  details 
are  reproduced  and  there  was  substantially  no  change  in 
the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  the  houses  shown  to  be  overcrowded  according  to  the 
standards  laid  down  under  the  Act,  5  have  been  dealt  with 
by  families  being  transferred  into  vacated  Corporation 
houses. 

There  is  little  change  to  report  in  the  conditions  in  the 
Old  Trafford  area  where  a  considerable  number  of  houses 
of  such  size  that  they  cannot  be  let  at  rentals  within  the 
range  of  the  average  working-class  family  are  being  deliber¬ 
ately  farmed.  The  amenities  afforded  to  individual 
families  are  grossly  inadequate  and  the  rents  paid  by  the 
sub-tenants  are  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  accommodation. 
The  greatest  difficulty  is  experienced  in  detection,  and  many 
families  are  living  under  unhealthy  conditions. 

The  problem  is  in  some  measure  the  result  of  the  migra¬ 
tion  of  families  from  outside  the  Borough  with  a  view  to 
qualifying  as  applicants  for  Council  houses.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  there  was  a  waiting  list  of  1,190  for  Council  houses. 

S. — Fitness  of  Houses — 

No  difficulties  have  been  found  in  action  required  under 
the  Public  Health  Acts  or  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing 
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Act,  1930.  All  houses  with  the  exception  of  the  two  farms 
referred  to  on  page  28  have  an  internal  water  supply  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Manchester  Corporation. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  55  houses  in  the 
Borough  where  the  sanitary  accommodation,  though  ade¬ 
quate,  was  not  within  their  own  curtilage.  There  were  also 
three  houses  with  one  water-closet  common  to  the  three. 

4. — General  Observations — 

No  demolition  orders  have  been  served  during  the  year 
on  any  scheduled  property,  pending  the  provision  of  alter¬ 
native  accommodation  for  the  tenants.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply — 

There  are  six  farms  within  the  Borough  producing  a  total 
quantity  of  approximately  300  gallons  of  milk  per  day.  It 
is  estimated  that  a  further  2,300  gallons  per  day  is  sold  in  the 
Borough  by  retailers  who  receive  supplies  by  rail  or  road. 

The  administration  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  tKe 
Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  demands  constant  attention 
from  the  sanitary  inspectors.  Systematic  visits  are  essential 
to  maintain  a  satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  of  dairy 
premises  and  proper  care  in  the  handling  of  utensils  and 
bottles,  particularly  in  washing  of  bottles,  cans  and  churns. 
There  is  still  need  for  much  improvement,  particularly  in 
the  appreciation  of  the  necessity  for  sterilisation  by  steam.

The  subsequent  action  taken  resulted  in  the  discovery  of 
10  animals  affected  with  tuberculosis  which  were  dealt 
with  by  the  County  Authorities  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order. 


In  four  instances  examination  of  the  affected  herds  by 
the  veterinary  inspector  failed  to  reveal  the  animals  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  infected  samples.  This  is  disconcerting  evidence 
of  the  difficulties  in  tracing  the  source  of  infection,  and  of 
the  weakness  of  the  legislation  to  prevent  the  consumption 
of  tuberculous  milk,  during  the  time  occupied  by  the 
investigation. 


The  position  might  reasonably  be  expected  to  improve  by 
a  more  rigid  enforcement  of  the  Movement  of  Animals 
(Records)  Order,  1925. 


Special  Milk  Licences— 

The  following  licences  have  been  issued  under  the  Milk

Milk  (Special  Designations)  'Order,  1936. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  which 
revokes  the  previous  Orders  of  1923  and  1934,  authorises 
three  special  designations  of  milk,  viz  :  “Tuberculin  Tested,” 
“Accredited,”  and  “Pasteurised.” 


Producers’  licences  for  these  three  grades  of  milk  are  to 
be  granted  by  County  and  County  Borough  Councils,  and 
Retailers’  licences  by  Councils  of  County  Boroughs, 
Boroughs,  Urban  District  and  Rural  Districts. 


A  licence  authorises  the  use  of  the  appropriate  special 
designation  only  in  relation  to  milk  sold  at  or  from  the 
establishment  mentioned  in  the  licence  and  (except  in  the 
case  of  milk  sold  by  wholesale)  only  within  the  area  of  the 
licensing  authority.  Supplementary  licenses  may  be  granted 
for  the  retail  sale  in  the  Borough  of  a  designated  milk  by 
the  holder  of  a  licence  in  another  area.  Licences  must  be  in 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  Order  and  are  valid  for  a  period 
of  one  year  or  part  of  a  year  ending  on  31st  December. 
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“Tuberculin  Tested”  milk  is  from  herds  of  which  every 
animal  must  be  submitted  to  the  tuberculin  test  at  intervals 
of  not  less  than  two  and  not  more  than  six  months,  and  every 
animal  born  and  bred  in  the  herd  must  be  submitted  to  the 
test  before  it  attains  the  age  of  twelve  months.  Any  animal 
certified  as  reacting  to  a  tuberculin  test  must  be  removed 
forthwith  from  the  herd. 

Unless  the  milk  is  bottled  by  the  producer  it  must  be  con¬ 
signed  in  unventilated  sealed  containers  which  must  be 
labelled  or  marked  with  the  address  «of  the  dairy,  the  day  of 
production,  the  time  of  milking  (morning  or  evening)  and 
the  words  “Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.” 

Tuberculin  Tested  milk  must  not  be  treated  by  heat  unless 
a  licence  to  pasteurise  has  been  obtained  and  the  milk  must 
then  be  sold  as  “Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  :  Pasteurised.” 

“Accredited  milk”  is  from  cows  examined  once  in  every 
three  months  by  a  veterinary  surgeon.  Any  animal  showing 
any  evidence  of  disease  which  is  likely  to  affect  the  milk 
injuriously  must  be  segregated  or  removed  from  the  herd. 
A  record  must  be  kept  of  all  animals  so  dealt  with,  shewing 
the  reasons  for  segregation  and  the  manner  in  which  it  has 
been  disposed  of.  Unless  bottled  by  the  producer  a  similar 
procedure  is  required  for  its  consignment  to  the  place  of 
bottling  as  is  required  for  “Tuberculin  Tested”  milk. 

“Accredited  milk”  must  not  at  any  stage  be  treated  by 
heat  or  in  any  other  manner  likely  to  affect  its  nature  or 
qualities. 

“Pasteurised  milk”  is  milk  which  has  been  retained  at  a 
temperature  of  not  less  than  145°  and  not  more  than  150° 
Fahrenheit  for  at  least  30  minutes  and  be  immediately  cooled 
to  a  temperature  of  not  more  than  55°  F.  The  milk  shall 
not  be  so  heated  more  than  once  and  shall  not  be  otherwise 
treated  by  heat. 
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Meat,  etc. — 

There  is  one  licensed  private  slaughter-house  within  the 
Borough  which  has  been  regularly  inspected.  All  carcases 
of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  Borough  are  examined  by  the 
Corporation’s  meat  inspector. 

At  the  public  slaughter-houses  attached  to  the  cattle  market 
of  the  Manchester  Corporation  the  responsible  duties  of  meat 
inspection  have  been  carried  out  with  an  entire  absence  of 
friction  between  the  staff  of  the  department  and  the  City 
Market  Authorities. 

Diseased  or  unsound  meat,  condemned  or  surrendered,  is 
destroyed  by  incineration.  Systematic  inspection  is  made  of 
all  stalls,  shops,  stores,  vehicles  and  places  where  food  is 
prepared.  Further  reference  to  the  work  of  meat  inspection 
is  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Adulteration — 

The  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration) 
Act,  the  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations  and  the  Condensed 
and  Dried  Milk  Regulations  is  carried  out  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Council.

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SECTION  IV 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

The  table  on  page  57  gives  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  during  the  year. 


No  special  comment  arises  from  a  comparison  with  pre¬ 
vious  years,  but  attention  is  directed  to  the  incidence  in 
recent  years  of  the  notified  cases  of  Erysipelas  (see  page  56). 


The  total  cost  to  the  Council  for  the  notification,  removal, 
maintenance  and  treatment  of  all  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
and  the  examination  of  bacteriological  specimens,  during  the 
year  was  £3,264  compared  with  £4,138  in  1935.

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Nine  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  during 
the  year.  Four  cases  of  puerperal  fever  were  notified  and 
removed  to  hospital ;  two  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum 
were  notified. 

A  supply  of  diphtheria  antitoxin  is  available  at  the  Public 
Health  Department,  Town  Hall,  Talbot  Road,  and  at  the 
three  Police  Stations;  1,084,000  units  were  distributed  in 
1936  as  compared  with  900,500  during  1935.  There  is  still, 
unfortunately,  a  tendency  shown  by  some  practitioners  to 
delay  the  use  of  antitoxin  pending  result  of  bacteriological 
examinations. 

Anti-streptococcic  sera  for  puerperal  and  scarlet  fever  is 
also  supplied  if  required. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria — 

With  the  approval  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Education 
Committee,  facilities  are  offered  for  the  immunisation  of 
children  against  diphtheria  by  injections  of  toxoid-antitoxin 
mixture. 

During  the  year  immunisation  was  carried  out  with

This  method  is  available  for  any  parent  who  prefers  that 
his  child  should  be  immunised  by  his  Medical  attendant,  and 
the  material  can  be  obtained  by  the  Doctor  on  application  to 
the  Public  Health  Department. 
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This  method  of  protection  of  children  against  this  serious 
disease  has  passed  beyond  the  experimental  stage.  The 
amount  of  illness,  domestic  anxiety,  public  expense  and 
especially  the  loss  of  life  due  to  diphtheria,  demand  that 
the  means  of  prevention  offered  by  immunisation  should  be 
fully  utilised.  There  has  been  no  active  propaganda  carried 
out  in  the  Borough,  but  for  some  years  immunisation  has 
been  made  available  for  those  children  whose  parents  have 
requested  it.  The  present  position  is  that  on  the  outbreak 
of  diphtheria  in  a  school,  particularly  in  an  infant  depart¬ 
ment,  and  especially  when  a  case  proves  fatal,  the  demand 
for  immunisation  is  considerable  and  much  time  is  occupied 
with  the  work,  with  consequent  interference  with  normal 
routine  duties.  Both  the  medical  officer  of  health  and  the 
assistant  school  medical  officer  have  undertaken  this  work 
and  during  the  past  year  458  children  have  been  immunised 
by  three  injections  each  (a  total  of  1,374  injections  at  weekly 
intervals).  This  represents  less  than  10  per  cent,  of  the 
school  population  and  is  entirely  inadequate  as  a  serious 
attempt  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  diphtheria,  yet  even  on 
this  modest  scale  a  good  deal  of  time  has  been  occupied  in 
immunisation  and  the  experience  gained  proves  very  defii- 
nitely  the  need  to  organise  the  work  on  a  regular  and 
systematic  basis. 

It  must  be  pointed  out  that  the  method  of  immunisation 
requires  three  injections  at  usually  weekly  intervals.  Im¬ 
munity  does  not  develop  until  3  to  6  months  after  the  course 
of  injections  has  been  completed  and  the  treatment  cannot 
be  expected  to  prevent  the  development  of  the  disease  in  a 
child  who  is  already  infected.  It  is  important  therefore 
that  children  should  be  protected  before  infection  com¬ 
mences  in  a  school,  and  the  obvious  time  for  immunisation 
is  during  the  pre-school  years. 

As  a  means  of  reducing  the  incidence  of  diphtheria,  im¬ 
munisation  will  fail  unless  a  sufficiently  large  proportion 
of  the  child  population  is  treated.  As  a  protection  to  the 
individual  child  it  is  of  definite  value,  and  there  is  evidence 
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that  as  parents  are  being  educated  to  the  importance  of 
protection,  the  demand  is  increasing,  so  that  adequate  staff 
and  accommodation  is  required  to  enable  this  work  to  be 
organised  on  a  permanent  basis. 

The  proposed  establishment  of  toddlers’  clinics  will  afford 
great  and  valuable  opportunities  both  for  disseminating  in¬ 
formation  on  the  subject  and  for  actually  carrying  out  the 
work.  It  is  important  to  realise  that  casual  or  sporadic 
attempts  to  deal  with  this  quesion  must  be  largely  ineffective. 
The  need  is  recurrent  and  constant. 

The  immunisation  of  pupils  at  the  Henshaw’s  Institution 
for  the  Blind,  the  Royal  Residential  Schools  for  the  Deaf 
and  the  Galloway  Homes  is  being  continued  by  the  Medical 
Officers  of  those  Institutions.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SMALL-POX  PREVENTION) 

REGULATIONS,  1917. 

No  vaccinations  have  been  performed  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  under  these  Regulations  during  the  year. 
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NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Measles,  German  measles,  chicken  pox  and  whooping 
cough  are  not  notifiable  within  the  district,  but  useful  infor¬ 
mation  of  cases  of  these  diseases  is  received  through  school 
teachers,  parents,  school  attendance  officers  and  health 
visitors.  The  importance  of  these  conditions  should  not 
be  under-estimated,  but  in  the  absence  of  facilities  for 
systematic  home  nursing  no  really  useful  purpose  could  be 
served  by  notification. 


DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  by  formalin  spray, 
formalin  vapour  or  sulphur  candles.  Infected  bedding  and 
other  articles  suitable  for  disinfection  by  steam  are  dealt 
with  at  the  Steam  Disinfection  Station  at  Empress  Street 
Depot.  Other  articles  are  disinfected  by  formalin  or  sulphur. 
Full  details  of  the  work  of  this  section  of  the  Department 
are  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Sixty-six  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  twenty-five 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year. 
There  were  twenty-eight  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  eight  deaths  from  other  forms  of  the  disease.

MATERNITY  AND  CHIU)  WELFARE. 


General  arrangements  for  attending  to  the  health  of  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  of  children  under  five  years  of 
age— 


There  are  three  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres 
(five  sessions  per  week)  at  which  ante-natal  supervision  of 
a  general  character  is  exercised  by  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer.  The  dental  treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  is  carried  out  at  the  School  Dental  Clinic  and  all 
the  facilities  of  the  school  medical  service  are  available  for 
children  under  five  years  of  age. 


The  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  three  of 
the  five  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  sessions  each  week  to 
give  advice  on  infant  care  and  to  supervise  the  general  health 
and  hygiene  of  expectant  mothers. 


There  is  one  Health  Visitor  wholly  engaged  in  maternity 
and  child  welfare  work  and  four  other  nurses  who  combine 
the  duties  of  health  visitors  and  school  nurses. 


The  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital  may  be  considered  an 
essential  part  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service, 
affording  facilities  for  pre-natal  supervision  and  treatment 
as  well  as  for  confinement  and  post-natal  care. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations, 

1926  : — 

Approved  arrangements  made  by  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  in  accordance  with  these  Regulations 
include  the  following  provisions  : — 
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Consultant  Service — 


(i)  The  services  of  a  Consultant  Obstetrician  (Dr.

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OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 


Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  one  of  the 
patients  was  treated  by  the  Consultant  Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 
The  other  case  came  to  Stretford  from  Newcastle-on-Tyne 
where  the  child  had  been  receiving  treatment  for  discharging 
eyes. 

After  investigation  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  all 
cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  and  all  cases  of  discharging 
eyes  are  kept  under  observation  by  the  Health  Visitors  who 
assist  in  the  treatment  if  requested  by  the  medical  attendant.

CONIC  ACCOMMODATION. 

Old  Trafford — 

The  needs  of  the  Old  Trafford  end  of  the  Borough  are 
now  reasonably  well  met  by  the  vastly  improved  accommoda¬ 
tion  afforded  at  the  Trafford  Public  Hall,  but  the  rooms  on 
the  ground  floor  which  are  used  for  the  combined  maternity 
and  child  welfare  and  school  medical  services  are  in  occupa¬ 
tion  every  morning  and  afternoon.  Any  further  extension  of 
work  here  would  necessitate  a  request  to  the  Public  Build¬ 
ings  Committee  for  the  occasional  use  of  certain  rooms  on 
the  first  floor. 

All  the  Specialist  services — Dental,  Ophthalmic,  Aural, 
Ultra  Violet  Light,  Massage  and  Remedial  Exercises,  are 
provided  only  at  this  Centre,  which  also  accommodates  the 
Minor  Ailments  Clinic  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Wel¬ 
fare  Centres.  The  provision  of  adequate  facilities  at  Los- 
tock  and  Stretford  would  permit  of  some  decentralisation, 
with  consequent  relief  of  the  extreme  demand  now  made 
on  the  accommodation  at  Old  Trafford. 

The  average  attendances  at  the  two  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  sessions  held  each  week  at  the  Trafford  Public 
Hall  is  109. 

Stretford — 

The  accommodation  here  is  deplorably  inadequate  and 
the  deficiency  has  become  particularly  serious  in  the  Mater¬ 
nity  and  Child  Welfare  section.  There  is  gross  overcrowd- 
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ing  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  sessions  and  an 
attempt  to  reduce  overcrowding  by  duplicating  sessions  (a 
difficult  procedure  with  the  Staff  available)  has  afforded 
little  relief. 


The  rooms  are  occupied  in  the  evenings  for  educational 
purposes  and  the  necessity  to  vacate  the  premises  as  early 
as  possible  so  as  to  enable  the  rooms  to  be  prepared  for  the 
use  of  evening  students  leads  to  hurry  and  impairs  efficiency. 


There  is  the  additional  serious  disadvantage  that  no 
possible  accommodation  can  be  provided  for  the  storage  of 
prams,  which  have  to  be  lined  up  on  the  footpath  outside 
the  building,  exposed  to  the  weather  and  the  risk  of  inter¬ 
ference. 


The  extent  of  overcrowding,  dangerous  in  itself  and 
inimical  to  efficient  work,  can  be  judged  from  the  following 
records  of  attendances. 


The  average  total  attendance  per  session  '(2-J  hours)  from 
8th  January  to  18th  December,  1936,  was  150,  including

Until  September  25th,  only  one  session  per  week  was  held, 
on  Wednesday  afternoons,  but  after  that  date  the  sessions 
were  increased  to  two  per  week  (Wednesday  afternoon  and 
Friday  afternoon). 
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The  numbers  of  individual  mothers  and  children  who 
attended  comprised  : —

Considerable  physical  and  nervous  strain  is  involved  in 
attempting  to  deal  with  the  average  numbers  both  at  the 
Stretford  School  Clinic  and  at  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre. 

Needs  of  the  Lostoek  Area — 

Already  the  housing  developments  in  this  part  of  the 
Borough  have  shewn  clearly  the  need  for  a  Health  Centre 
in  that  area.  The  addition  of  some  500  odd  houses  by  the 
Corporation  now  in  course  of  erection,  will  greatly  augment 
the  need.  It  is  important  that  in  planning  the  clinic 
accommodation  to  meet  this  need,  the  Council  should  aim 
at  provision  which  will  meet  all  the  ultimate  demands  likely 
to  be  made  on  the  services. 

Toddlers’  Clinics — 

Circular  1550  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  May, 
1936,  urges  the  need  for  the  establishment  of  “toddlers’ 
clinics”  for  the  systematic  supervision  of  children  below 
school  age.  The  importance  of  such  supervision  has  been 
recognised  both  by  the  Education  Committee  and  by  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  and  the  complete 
co-ordination  of  services  can  be  claimed  to  have  produced 
excellent  results. 

It  scarcely  needs  to  be  repeated  that  the  prevention,  or  the 
early  detection  and  treatment,  of  defects  which  arise  between 
the  second  and  fifth  years  of  a  child’s  life  will  not  only 
greatly  benefit  the  child  but  will  reduce  the  expenditure  of 
public  money  on  treatment  at  the  later  period  of  school  life. 
Much  absence  from  school  as  well  as  inability  to  benefit 
from  school  attendance  is  due  to  defects  which  should  have 
been  prevented  or  remedied  before  the  child  entered  school. 
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The  establishment  of  Toddlers’  Clinics  would  enable 
valuable  work  to  be  done,  with  greater  efficiency  than  is 
possible  at  the  child  welfare  centres  under  present  con¬ 
ditions,  with  the  excessive  numbers  which  have  to  be  dealt 
with.  The  essential  purpose  of  all  public  health  activities 
should  be  preventive  and  educational.  The  Toddlers’  Clinic 
can  be  of  immense  service  as  a  place  to  which  mothers  can 
come  for  instruction  and  advice. 

The  accommodation  planned  at  the  new  Health  Centres 
at  Stretford  and  Lostock  will  permit  of  the  establishment 
of  Toddler’s  Clinics  there,  providing  regard  is  had  to  the 
staffing  requirements. 

As  a  result  of  the  Committee’s  discussion  of  the  matters 
referred  to  in  Circular  1550,  the  Council  have  approved  the 
following  recommendations  to  be  put  into  operation  as  soon 
as  practicable. 

1 .  That  the  new  Health  Centre  at  Lostock  to  be  erected 
in  1937  should  provide  facilities  for  dental  treatment 
and  for  a  Toddlers’  Clinic. 

2.  That  a  new  Health  Centre  should  be  erected  as  soon 
as  possible  on  the  site  indicated  in  Stretford  and  that 
provision  be  made  here  also  to  incorporate  a  Dental 
Clinic  and  a  Toddlers’  Clinic. 

3.  That  a  Toddlers’  Clinic  be  established  at  Old 
Trafford  Clinic. 

4.  That  an  additional  assistant  medical  officer  be 
appointed  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  financial  year 
1937-38. 

5.  That  an  additional  dental  officer  be  appointed  in  the 
financial  year  1938-1939. 

6.  That  an  additional  Health  Visitor-School  Nurse  be 
appointed  during  the  financial  year  1938-1939. 
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Co-ordination— 


There  is  in  practice  complete  co-ordination  between  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  School  Medical  Services. 
The  pre-school  child  attending  the  Centres  receives  precisely 
the  same  care  and  attention  as  the  school  child,  but  limita¬ 
tions  of  staff  and  premises  prevent  the  full  development  of 
this  service  at  the  present  time. 

General — 

There  has  been  no  special  incidence  of  puerperal  fever, 
ophthalmia  neonatorum,  epidemic  diarrhoea.  Only  one  case 
of  poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  was  notified  during 
the  year  arid  this  was  fortunately  recognised  in  the  acute 
stage.  Prompt  treatment  has  done  much  to  minimise  per¬ 
manent  damage.  The  patient  was  a  child  aged.  2\  years, 
from  Devonshire,  and  she  was  still  in  Biddulph  Hospital  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Another  patient  notified  in  an  adjoin¬ 
ing  area  was  first  removed  to  Ladywell  Sanatorium  in  the 
acute  stage  of  poliomyelitis  and  later  transferred  to  Bid¬ 
dulph  as  a  Stretford  case. 

Measles,  chicken  pox  and  whooping  cough  are  not 
notifiable  in  the  Borough. 

Distribution  of  Dried  Milk  and  Foods — 

No  dried  Milk  or  other  foods  are  sold  at  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  Prescriptions  are  given  to 
Mothers  attending  centres  for  the  necessary  supplies  by 
local  chemists  at  special  rates  or,  in  necessitous  cases,  free 
of  charge.

Unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  children,  and  children  deprived 
of  a  home  with  their  own  parents — 

There  is  no  institution  within  the  Borough  for  dealing 
with  such  cases.  General  supervision  by  health  visitors 
results  in  suitable  action  by  the  Department  through  any 
existing  voluntary  agency. 

Infant  Life  Protection — 

Under  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  the  Local 
Authority  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  is  responsible 
for  the  supervision  of  infants  and  young  children  main¬ 
tained  ‘Tor  reward.”  The  Health  Visitors  are  appointed 
“Infant  Protection  Visitors”  for  this  purpose. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  9  such  children  on  the 
register,  all  of  whom  were  visited  regularly  and  found  to 
be  satisfactorily  maintained. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment — 

The  Education  Committee’s  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Mr. 
Harry  Platt,  f.r.c.s.,  also  deals  with  cases  referred  from 
the  Child  Welfare  Centres  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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During  1936,  11  children  of  pre-school  age  have  been 
attended  by  Mr.  Platt  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  and  55  have 
attended  the  Remedial  Exercises  Clinic.  Cases  requiring 
protracted  Hospital  Treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Biddulph 
Orthopaedic  Hospital  by  arrangement  with  the  Lancashire 
County  Council.  Two  pre-school  children  were  admitted  to 
this  Institution  during  the  year.  (See  page  80.) 

Further  information  under  this  heading  is  given  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  personally  investigates  all 
maternal  deaths  occurring  in  the  Borough  and  reports  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health.

In  January,  1936,  Dr.  Isabella  D.  Cameron  and  Dr.  C.  T. 
Maitland,  medical  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
visited  Stretford  in  connection  with  an  enquiry  initiated  by 
the  Minister  into  maternal  mortality  in  Lancashire. 


A  thorough  and  searching  investigation  was  made  into 
every  aspect  of  the  maternity  services  in  the  Borough  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  statistical  information  was  prepared 
as  requested  by  the  Ministry’s  medical  officers. 
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Each  member  of  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  was  inter¬ 
viewed  separately  and  meetings  were  arranged  between 
the  medical  officers  of  the  Ministry  and  two  representative 
midwives. 

Dr.  C.  P.  Brentnall,  Consultant  Obstetrician,  Dr .  T. 
Wheeler  Hart  and  Dr.  A.  W.  Davison,  as  representative 
medical  practitioners,  were  interviewed  at  length.  Dr.  Hart 
also  rendered  assistance  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Management  of  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital. 


At  a  final  session,  various  aspects  of  the  available  services 
and  of  the  problems  of  Maternal  Mortality  were  discussed 
with  the  Chairman  and  Deputy  Chairman  of  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee  (Councillors  Mrs.  Bagley 
and  Mrs.  Standring),  Councillor  Dr.  Robinson  and  Mrs. 
Kershaw.  Satisfaction  was  expressed  with  the  arrange¬ 
ments  made  for  the  enquiry,  and  the  general  opinion  was 
elicited  that  there  was  in  Stretford  a  desire  to  provide  an 
efficient  and  complete  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  service. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  desires  to  acknowledge  the 
valuable  assistance  he  received  from  everyone  who  took 
part  in  the  enquiry. 


Ante-Natal  Work — 

Ante-natal  supervision  of  a  general  character  is  conducted 
by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres.  If  necessary  patients  are  referred  to  the  Consul¬ 
tant  Obstetrician  at  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital  for 
examination  or  treatment. 

The  General  Practitioner  Pre-Natal  Service  has  extended 
the  scope  of  ante-natal  care  and  should  be  considered  the 
pivot  of  the  Maternity  Services  of  the  Borough.

It  is  known  that  at  least  160  patients  were  referred  by 
Midwives  for  examination  by  the  patient’s  own  doctor  but 
actually  only  101  took  advantage  of  the  facilities  afforded. 

49  patients  were  referred  to  the  Consultant  Obstetrician, 
41  by  General  Practitioners,  and  8  by  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer. 

Every  care  has  been  taken  in  compiling  the  above  figures, 
to  obviate  the  inclusion  of  women  under  more  than  one 
heading,  and  it  is  reasonably  safe  to  assume  that  no  less 
than  436  mothers  received  ante-natal  supervision  through 
some  phase  of  the  Council’s  service.  Unfortunately  the 
number  presenting  themselves  for  post-natal  examination

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remains  too  low.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  position  will  be 
improved  by  the  establishment  of  the  municipal  midwifery 
service  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936.  The  opportunity  will 
be  taken  also  to  ensure  that  patients  referred  for  examina¬ 
tion  under  the  General  Practitioner  Pre-Natal  Scheme 
actually  take  advantage  of  this  facility. 

No  expectant  mother  in  Stretford  need  incur  any  preven- 
tible  risk  merely  through  financial  difficulty — all  the  neces¬ 
sary  safeguards  are  available  through  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee’s  provisions. 

Stretford  was  one  of  the  first  local  authorities  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  pre-natal  examination  of  expectant 
mothers  by  their  own  doctors.  Every  non-insured  woman 
who  is  not  herself  able  to  pay  for  medical  examination  can 
be  assured  of  medical  attention  during  pregnancy  by  her 
own  doctor  at  the  public  expense.  There  is  also  a  complete 
scheme  for  Specialist  examination  and  treatment,  through 
which  any  doctor  can  obtain  advice  or  assistance  in  any 
case  which  is  causing  anxiety  at  any  stage. 

The  value  of  these  services  is  only  limited  by  unwilling¬ 
ness  of  mothers  to  be  examined.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
acquaint  the  mothers  with  the  advantages  of  skilled  super¬ 
vision  and  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  the  number 
receiving  some  form  of  ante-natal  supervision  has  steadily 
increased — from  34  in  1926  to  436  in  1936,  i.e.,  from  4.7% 
to  72%  of  the  annual  number  of  births. 

The  services  provided  by  the  Corporation  appear  to  be 
adequate  and  the  figures  quoted  illustrate  that  increasing 
use  is  being  made  of  the  facilities  offered.

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Of  the  242  births  attended  by  midwives  during  the  year 
medical  help  was  called  in  167  cases,  i.e.,  69%  of  total 
midwives  cases.  This  figure  refers  to  cases  attended  solely 
in  the  capacity  of  midwife ;  cases  attended  as  maternity 
nurse  on  patients  who  have  engaged  a  doctor,  are  excluded. 

Payment  of  Doctors*  Fees — Emergency  Cases— 

Under  the  Midwives’  Act,  1918,  130  claims  were 
received  from  medical  practitioners  called  in  by  certified 
midwives  in  “cases  of  emergency”  as  required  by  the  Rules 
of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.  The  amount  involved  was 
£198  6s.  Od.  of  which  £58  11s.  3d.  was  assessed  by  the 
Committee  as  recoverable  from  the  patients  concerned.  Of 
this  latter  amount,  £54  13s.  3d.  was  actually  received  and 
the  remainder  is  being  paid  in  instalments.  In  56  cases,  the 
Committee  did  not  request  the  patient  to  make  any  payment. 

In  30%  of  the  cases  in  which  medical  practitioners  were 
called  in,  the  patients  made  payment  direct  to  the  medical 
practitioners  concerned. 

As  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  617a, 
the  Council  refrain  from  exercising  the  power  of  recovery 
of  fees  paid  to  medical  practitioners  called  in  by  certified 
midwives  in  cases  of  inflammation  of,  or  discharge  from, 
the  eyes  of  infants. 

Payment  of  Midwives’  Fees — 

In  3  instances  during  the  year  the  Committee  have  paid 
midwives’  fees  at  the  rate  of  one  guinea  per  case  where  the 
patients  were  unable  to  pay. 

Inspection  of  Midwives — 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  compliance  with  the 
Ministry’s  requirements,  personally  conducts  the  inspection 
of  midwives,  and  investigates  cases  of  maternal  mortality, 
puerperal  fever  and  puerperal  pyrexia,  ophthalmia 
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neonatorum,  pemphigus,  etc.  Formal  inspection  has  been 
reduced  to  a  minimum,  the  midwives  having  been  encouraged 
at  all  times  to  approach  the  medical  officer  for  advice  in 
any  difficulty  and  to  recognise  that  the  Department  is 
anxious  to  assist  them  in  every  way  possible.  Midwives 
have  learned  to  regard  this  supervision  as  mutual  co-opera¬ 
tion  and  not  in  any  way  as  officious  criticism. 


Compensation  to  Midwives — 

On  no  occasion  during  the  year  was  it  necessary  to  com¬ 
pensate  a  midwife  for  loss  of  practice  due  to  “suspension” 
on  account  of  contact  with  infectious  disease. 

In  two  instances  “compensation”  was  paid  to  midwives, 
at  the  rate  of  10/-  per  case,  on  account  of  the  patient  having 
been  recommended  for  removal  to  hospital  by  her  medical 
practitioner  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  General 
Practitioner  Pre-Natal  Scheme. 


MATERNITY  BEDS  AT  THE  STRETFORD  MEMORIAL 

HOSPITAL. 

The  applications  for  maternity  beds  in  the  Hospital 
during  the  year  were  greater  than  the  accommodation 
available,  and  every  patient  who  could  not  be  accommodated 
was  advised  to  consult  her  own  medical  attendant  or  to 
apply  to  Park  Hospital.  Of  the  183  women  admitted  to  the 
Stretford  Memorial  Hospital  in  1936,  106  occupied  beds 
subsidised  by  the  council,  and  77  occupied  non-council  beds. 

49  applications  for  admission  to  beds  subsidised  by  the 
Corporation  had  to  be  refused.  53  applications  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  non-Council  beds  were  also  refused,  16  of  these 
from  persons  residing  outside  the  Borough. 
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In  view  of  the  opportunities  afforded  by  the  Midwives’ 
Act  of  1936  for  a  vastly  improved  domiciliary  midwifery 
service,  applications  for  admission  to  the  Maternity  beds 
subsidised  by  the  Council  should,  in  future,  be  judged 
primarily  in  regard  to  the  home  conditions  and  the  medical 
needs  of  patients.  At  the  present  time  applications  are  dealt 
with  strictly  in  rotation  and  much  disappointment  is 
expressed  when  the  available  accommodation  is  already 
reserved.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged  that  there  is  grave 
danger  in  accepting  patients  to  the  full  limit  of  the 
accommodation  and  whilst  the  patient’s  difficulty  in 
estimating  the  expected  date  of  confinement  may  lead  to 
periods  during  which  beds  are  unoccupied  the  same  factor 
may  lead  to  serious  risk  of  overcrowding  unless  a  margin 
of  reserve  is  constantly  maintained. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  realise  the  serious  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  the  Local  Authority  and  its  officers  and  it  must 
be  clearly  stated  that  the  welfare  of  the  patients  is  the  only 
consideration  which  must  be  allowed  to  determine  a  decision 
in  each  case. 

Midwives’  Act,  1936 — 

The  whole-time  service  of  salaried  domiciliary  midwives 
to  be  set  up  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section 
I  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  will  add  materially  to  the  res¬ 
ponsibility  of  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  and  its 
medical  officers.  At  the  same  time  valuable  opportunities 
will  be  afforded  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  the  whole  of 
the  maternity  services  in  the  Borough. 

In  Circular  1569,  dated  18th  September,  1936,  the 
Minister  of  Health  states  that — 

“  the  principal  object  of  the  Act  is  to  secure  the  organisa¬ 
tion  throughout  the  country  of  a  domiciliary  service  of 
salaried  midwives  under  the  control  of  local  supervis¬ 
ing  authorities  as  an  important  step  in  the  improvement 
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of  the  maternity  services  and  in  the  campaign  for 
reducing  maternal  mortality.  At  the  same  time,  the 
whole  status  of  the  midwifery  profession  will  be  raised 
by  providing  adequate  salaries  and  secure  prospects  for 
those  midwives  who  enter  the  new  service,  and  by 
compensating  those  who  retire  within  a  specified  period 
and  so  reducing  the  present  overcrowding  in  the  ranks 
of  the  profession. 

“  The  act  provides  for  the  establishment  by  local 
supervising  authorities  of  a  salaried  midwives'  service ; 
the  payment  by  those  authorities  of  compensation  to 
midwives  who  voluntarily  retire  from  practice  and  to 
those  who  are  required  to  retire  owing  to  old  age  or 
infirmity;  the  payment  by  the  Exchequer  of  grants 
towards  the  cost  of  the  new  service  and  towards  the 
amounts  expended  in  compensation ;  the  prohibition  of 
maternity  nursing  by  unqualified  persons  in  any  area  by 
order  of  the  Minister  as  soon  as  he  is  satisfied  that  the 
new  service  in  that  area  is  adequate ;  and  the  periodical 
attendance  at  post-certificate  courses  of  all  practising 
midwives.” 

Very  careful  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  Council's 
obligations  under  the  Act  and  to  the  suggestions  of  the 
Minister  of  Health  contained  in  Circular  1569. 

After  consultation  with  the  Stretford  Medical  Society  as 
the  local  organisation  of  registered  medical  practitioners 
representing  the  opinions  of  practitioners  practising  in  the 
Borough,  and  with  the  Stretford  Committee  of  the  Man¬ 
chester  Branch  of  the  Midwives'  Institute  as  representing 
the  opinions  of  the  midwives  practising  in  the  Borough,  on 
the  questions  to  be  considered  in  formulating  proposals  for 
carrying  out  its  duties  under  the  Act,  the  Council  have  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Minister  of  Health  proposals  for  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  six  midwives  to  be  available  for  attendance  on 
women  in  childbirth  or  at  miscarriage  in  their  own  homes, 
either  as  midwives  or,  if  a  doctor  is  engaged  for  the  con¬ 
finement,  as  maternity  nurses. 
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ARTIFICIAL  LIGHT  TREATMENT. 

Regular  sessions  for  Artificial  Light  Treatment,  on  the 
lines  detailed  in  previous  reports,  have  continued  during  the 
year.  The  following  statements  contain  a  brief  summary 
of  the  work  performed  during  1936.

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REPORT  of  the 

LADIES’  VOLUNTARY  COMMITTEE. 


I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Third 
Annual  Report  of  the  Ladies’  Voluntary  Committee. 

The  Second  Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  the 
Trafford  Public  Hall  on  Friday,  19th  June,  1936,  at 
3  p.m.,  when  Councillor  Mrs.  Bagley  presided.  After 
the  usual  business  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  year’s  work,  the  statement  of  accounts,  etc.,  a  very 
interesting  address  was  given  by  Councillor  Miss 
M.  R.  Kingsmill- Jones,  O.B.E.  Afternoon  tea  was 
served  at  the  close  of  the  meeting. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  has  again  increased 
and  we  now  have  33  members  working  at  the  three 
Child  Welfare  Centres  in  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  we  have  suffered  the  loss  of  our 
Patroness,  the  Mayoress,  Mrs.  Albert  Smith ;  and  Mrs. 
Young,  a  voluntary  worker  of  many  years  standing  at 
the  Old  Trafford  Centre. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Child  Welfare  Centre  at 
Trafford  Park  has  fulfilled  a  long-felt  need.  Here  a 
rota  has  been  formed  and  the  members  thus  take  in 
turn  the  duties  of  recording  weights,  making  teas,  etc. 

Social  evenings  and  Whist  Drives  have  been  held  at 
the  three  Centres  and  Jumble  Sales  have  also  been 
organised. 
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The  picnics  arranged  by  the  Old  Trafford  Centre  in 
June  to  Rhyl  and  by  the  Stretford  Centre  in  July  to 
Southport  were  greatly  enjoyed  by  all  the  Mothers 
who  participated.  The  Christmas  parties  were  also 
well  attended  and  at  the  Trafford  Park  Centre  each 
child  was  given  a  toy  from  the  Christmas  Tree.  These 
were  provided  by  our  Chairman,  Mrs.  Kershaw,  to 
mark  the  opening  of  the  new  premises. 

We  have  again  subscribed  to  the  Llandudno  Con¬ 
valescent  Home  for  Women  and  since  this  scheme  for 
sending  our  mothers  for  a  holiday  by  the  sea  was 
inaugurated  we  have  been  able  to  send  some  eight 
mothers  away.  Six  mothers  have  been  sent  during  the 
year  under  review.  Your  Hon.  Secretary  and  two 
members  of  the  Committee  again  attended  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Home  and  were  able  to  inspect  the 
Home. 

Five  of  our  members  have  been  elected  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  North-Western 
Federation  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

This  year  we  have  also  become  affiliated  to  the 
National  Association  for  Maternity  and  Child  Wel¬ 
fare  and  our  chairman  was  the  Committee’s  delegate 
to  the  Conference  in  London. 

A  competition  has  been  organised  at  all  the  Centres, 
open  to  all  mothers  attending  regularly,  for  the  best 
new  garment,  cost  not  to  exceed  2/6;  for  the  best 
garment  made  out  of  an  old  one;  and  for  the  best 
knitted  garment.  Three  prizes  are  to  be  given  at  each 
of  the  three  Centres  to  those  adjudged  the  winners. 

One  of  our  mothers  from  the  Stretford  Centre 
entered  for  the  Parentcraft  Competition  organised  by 
the  National  Baby  Week  Council,  and  was  successful 
in  winning  the  first  prize  in  all  England  with  her  essay. 
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The  Wool  Stalls  at  the  Old  Trafford  and  the  Stret¬ 
ford  Centres  have  been  well  used,  and  we  thank  all 
those  friends  who  are  not  members  of  the  Committee 
for  their  many  gifts  of  woollies. 

The  Thrift  Fund  at  all  the  Centres  has  again 
proved  a  boon  to  the  mothers. 

Sewing  Classes  have  been  commenced  at  the  Old 
Trafford  and  Trafford  Park  Centres,  and  we  hope  as 
these  get  better  known  we  shall  have  good  attendances. 

The  Committee  feel  that  progress  has  been  made 
during  the  past  year  and  hope  to  progress  still  more 
in  the  future.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  work  of  che  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Staffs  for  the  year 
1936. 

One  of  the  main  circumstances  of  note  in  the  Department 
was  the  closing  down  of  the  refuse  incinerator  on  the  30th 
April  owing  to  its  defective  condition.  The  plant  consisted 
of  the  incinerator  built  in  1898  which  was  remodelled  in  1923. 
The  design  was  faulty,  it  was  never  satisfactory  and  never 
dealt  with  the  amount  of  refuse  it  was  designed  for.  The 
average  daily  amount  of  refuse  dealt  with  during  the  last 
year  of  working  the  plant  was  20.62  tons  of  domestic  refuse 
and  about  one  ton  of  trade  refuse,  whereas  when  it  was 
remodelled  it  was  said  to  be  capable  of  dealing  with  50  tons 
of  refuse  in  twelve  hours. 

The  improved  method  of  “Controlled  Tipping”  com¬ 
menced  in  1934  is  still  being  successfully  employed  on  the 
20J-  acre  field  at  Stretford  Ees  which  was  acquired  in  1922. 
With  the  exclusion  of  the  small  quantity  of  excreta  from  pail 
closets  this  tip  has,  since  the  closing  of  the  incinerator,  been 
the  only  point  for  the  disposal  of  household  refuse,  and  the 
available  land  will  be  fully  used  early  in  the  coming  year, 
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but  further  accommodation  is  provided  on  the  adjoining 
field  which  has  been  acquired  from  the  Highways  Committee. 
An  area  approximating  one  year's  tipping  has  been  taken 
from  the  2Cf£  acre  field  for  road  widening  purposes. 

From  1922  until  the  early  part  of  1934  all  refuse  collected 
and  dealt  with  by  the  Department  was  weighed.  Early  in 
1934  the  public  weighbridge  adjoining  the  Stretford  Public 
Hall,  which  the  Department  had  used  free  of  charge  was 
dismantled  and  from  that  time  until  February  24th,  1936, 
it  was  only  possible  to  weigh  the  refuse  disposed  of  at  the 
incinerator. 

The  public  weighbridge  formerly  under  the  control  of  the 
Highways  Committee  has  been  re-erected  on  the  Stretford 
Ees  tip  field,  at  a  cost,  including  office,  messroom  and  store, 
of  £174.  7s.  6d.  It  is  now  again  possible  to  weigh  the  whole 
of  the  refuse  dealt  with  by  the  Department. 

Following  inspections  made  by  members  of  your  Com¬ 
mittee  of  controlled  tips  and  modern  salvage  plants  in  a 
number  of  districts  it  was  decided  to  continue  tipping  the 
whole  of  the  household  refuse  on  land  owned  by  the 
Corporation  and  to  postpone  the  question  of  reconstruction 
of  the  incinerator. 

There  are  two  privy  middens  in  the  district  at  farms  on 
the  outskirts  and  these  are  emptied  by  the  farmers.  One 
will  shortly  be  abolished  in  the  development  of  the  new 
estate  at  Lostock. 

There  are  123  pail  closets  at  points  in  the  Borough  where 
there  are  no  sewers,  such  as  on  the  wharves  of  the  Man¬ 
chester  Ship  Canal,  at  works  on  the  banks  of  the  Bridgewater 
Canal  and  in  the  added  portion  of  the  district.  Twelve  of 
these  pails  are  at  dwellings  and  it  is  anticipated  that  several 
will  be  abolished  in  the  coming  year  by  the  development  of 
the  Lostock  area  and  by  action  under  the  Housing  Act. 
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The  contents  of  the  pail  closets  are  disposed  of  to  a  farmer 
and  are  dealt  with  on  the  land.  No  nuisance  or  complaint 
has  ever  arisen  from  this  practice. 

An  analysis  of  the  refuse  has  been  carried  out  during  the 
year.  The  result  is  set  out  in  the  portion  of  the  report 
dealing  with  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse,  and 
an  interesting  comparison  is  made  with  a  similar  analysis 
made  in  1922  when  the  late  Urban  District  Council  were 
considering  the  remodelling  of  the  incinerator. 

Periodic  analysis  reveals  the  changing  character  of  house¬ 
hold  refuse  which  is  general  in  most  districts.  The  refuse 
is  obviously  lighter  than  formerly  but  of  increased  bulk,  and 
this  is  more  noticeable  in  those  portions  of  the  borough 
composed  of  modern  houses  with  improved  types  of  fire 
grates  and  where  the  use  of  gas  and  electricity  is  displacing 
the  wasteful  open  coal  fire. 

The  average  daily  yield  of  refuse  per  1,000  population  still 
continues  to  increase,  being,  for  the  year  reported  on,  12.75 
cwts.,  but  as  this  figure  is  based  on  only  40%  actual  weighing 
of  refuse  no  further  comment  is  now  made. 

/ 

Although  the  closing  of  the  incinerator  and  salvage  plants 
has  resulted  in  a  considerable  decrease  in  income,  the  net 
cost  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  shows  a  decrease 
of  £156  on  the  previous  year. 

Regulations  are  in  operation  respecting  the  removal  and 
disposal  of  trade  refuse  and  a  number  of  traders  have  entered 
into  contract  with  the  Department  for  the  removal  of  their 
refuse,  whilst  other  firms  regularly  take  their  refuse  to  the 
Disposal  Works.  The  Department  is  still,  however,  called 
upon  to  remove  quantities  of  refuse  which  arise  out  of  the 
carrying  on  of  trades  or  businesses  but  which  being  of  the 
nature  of  household  refuse  must,  under  the  present  state  of 
the  law,  be  removed. 
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Owing  to  the  number  of  complaints  which  arose  from 
the  burning  of  garden  refuse  and  the  difficulties  householders 
experienced  in  otherwise  disposing  of  it,  some  indulgence  has 
to  be  extended  by  the  Department  in  respect  of  garden  refuse 
being  placed  in  the  refuse  bin. 

All  the  drivers  of  the  Cleansing  Staff,  the  Ambulance 
Drivers  and  the  Disinfector  are  entered  annually  for  the 
National  “Safety  First”  Association  Safe-Driving  Competi¬ 
tion  and  all  qualified  for  the  Award  during  1936.  Five  of 
the  staff  now  hold  the  gold  medal  for  ten  years’  safe  driving, 
three  the  silver  medal  with  bars  for  five  years  and  upwards 
safe  driving.  Three  others  who  have  not  been  driving  so 
long  hold  diplomas. 

In  recent  years  the  Department  has  been  so  frequently 
called  upon  to  remove  accumulations  of  refuse  and  old 
furniture  and  oilcloth  which  has  been  left  at  houses  by  out¬ 
going  tenants,  that  during  the  past  year  record  was  taken  of 
such  requests.  These  amounted  to  119  and  the  weight  of 
refuse  exceeded  15  tons.  Often  the  accumulations  are  such 
that  the  spare  vehicle  has  to  be  sent  for  them. 

The  old  incinerator  although  closed  for  the  disposal  of 
domestic  refuse  is  still  being  utilised  for  the  destruction  of 
trade  refuse.  One  man  is  engaged  on  this  work.  Steam  is 
not  generated. 

A  subsidiary  boiler  has  been  installed  to  provide  steam  for 
the  disinfector  which  is  housed  at  the  Depot. 

Since  the  closing  down  of  the  refuse  disposal  plant  this 
auxiliary  boiler  has  been  the  only  means  available  for  the 
steam  disinfection  of  bedding  and  other  articles  requiring 
such  treatment. 

The  plant  was  installed  in  an  existing  building  adjacent  to 
the  disinfecting  chambers  and  was  erected  at  a  cost  of 
£119  10s.  Od. 
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The  Housing  Survey  which  was  carried  out  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  was  completed  in  May 
when  the  report  was  submitted  to  the  Town  Council.  The 
number  of  families  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  and 
on  the  border  line  of  overcrowding  are  shown  in  the  Medical 
Officer’s  report.  Since  the  presentation  of  the  report  on 
the  Survey  your  Sanitary  Staff  have  been  actively  engaged 
on  the  measuring  of  houses  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
persons  who  may  be  permitted  to  occupy  the  houses,  and  303 
certificates  relating  to  7,256  houses  have  been  issued. 

The  Survey  brought  to  light  many  so-called  “flats.”  These 
were  found  to  come  within  the  scope  of  the  byelaws  relating 
to  houses-let-in-lodgings  rather  than  with  the  Housing  Act 
definition  of  “flats”  and  this  point  is  being  taken  up  with 
owners  of  such  premises. 

Details  of  the  principal  branches  of  the  work  are  contained 
under  various  headings  of  the  report,  whilst  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  Staff  under  the  direction  of  the  Watch  Committee 
is  embodied  in  a  separate  report.

The  following  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the 
year  : — 

1.  Shops  Act,  1934,  Section  10.  For  failure  to  comply 
with  a  notice  to  provide  (a)  washing  facilities  and 
(b)  sanitary  accommolation.  Shopkeeper  fined  20s. 
in  each  of  two  cases. 

2.  For  failure  to  comply  with  second  notices  served  in 
respect  of  the  above.  Fined  40s.  in  each  of  the  two 
cases. 

3.  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  Section  94.  An  Order 
to  abate  nuisance  was  granted  against  the  occupier 
of  rooms  who  had  failed  to  comply  with  a  notice 
to  cleanse  the  same. 

The  man  left  the  address  before  the  Order  was 
issued. 

4.  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  Public  Health  (Smoke 
Abatement)  Act,  1926.  An  Order  to  abate  a 
nuisance  was  granted  against  a  firm  in  respect  of  a 
black  smoke  nuisance. 

5.  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  Section  117.  In  the  case 
of  the  proceedings  against  a  butcher  in  respect  of 
the  slaughter  of  a  bullock  in  consequence  of  illness 
and  the  carcase  being  deposited  in  a  slaughter-house 
and  intended  for  the  food  of  man,  the  Justices  were 
not  satisfied  that  the  defendant  intended  to  sell  the 
carcase  for  human  food,  and  the  summons  was 
dismissed. 

HOUSING. 

Circular  1331  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  dated  6th  April, 
1933,  urged  Local  Authorities  to  speed  up  the  work  of 
slum  clearance  and  requested  the  submission  of  a  programme 
and  time  table  shewing  : — 
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A  list  of  clearance  areas,  a  list  of  improvement  areas,  a 

time-table  for  the  initiation,  progress  and  completion  of 

action  and  a  time-table  of  rehousing. 

Such  programme  was  to  ibe  submitted  by  the  30th  Sep¬ 
tember,  1933,  and  was  to  show,  as  far  as  practicable,  the 
work  which  would  be  carried  out  not  later  than  1938. 

More  than  half  that  period  has  expired  and  the  position 
at  the  close  of  the  year  was  : —

Interviews  have  taken  place  with  a  view  to  dealing  with 
several  other  houses  scheduled  for  demolition. 

The  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  inspected  for  housing 
defects  during  the  year  was  146  whilst  84  houses  have 
been  made  fit  as  a  result  of  informal  action. 

A  statistical  summary  of  houses  dealt  with  and  inspections 
made  has  been  supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
the  figures  are  contained  in  his  report. 

Tents,  Vans,  etc. — 

There  are  several  caravans  in  the  district,  all  situate  on 
a  piece  of  enclosed  land.  The  number  has  varied  from  five 
to  ten.  They  have  been  frequently  visited  during  the  year 
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and  were  found  to  be  kept  in  clean  condition.  Sanitary 
accommodation  is  provided  and  Manchester  Corporation 
water  is  provided  in  an  accessible  position. 

Rag  Flock  Act,  1911 — 

Two  samples  of  rag  flock  were  taken  from  a  works  in  the 
district.  Both  were  found  to  conform  with  the  standard  laid 
down  by  the  Rag  Flock  Regulations,  1912. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919 — 

The  Corporation  having  accepted  delegation  of  powers 
under  this  Act,  a  National  Rat  week  was  organised  as  in 
previous  years.  From  letters  received  from  firms  within 
the  Borough  and  from  persons  whose  premises  are  liable  to 
infestation  it  is  apparent  that  the  destruction  and  control  of 
the  vermin  increases. 

Premises  coming  under  the  Corporation’s  control  receive 
attention  throughout  the  year. 

Mortuary — 

The  mortuary  at  Throstle  Nest  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Corporation  but  its  use  is  of  necessity  determined  by  the 
County  Police. 

The  mortuary  cannot  be  considered  to  be  structurally 
satisfactory,  but  it  is  proposed  to  instal  a  new  water  heater 
and  electric  radiator  and  to  redecorate  the  building  during 
1937. 

It  was  used  on  twenty-two  occasions  for  the  reception  of 
bodies.  Of  these 

13  had  died  from  natural  causes. 

7  were  fatal  accidents. 

1  was  from  drowning. 

1  was  from  want  of  attention  at  birth. 
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BAKEHOUSES. 


There  are  26  factory  and  12  workshop  bakehouses  in  the 
district.  To  these  58  visits  have  been  made.  Structurally, 
they  are  good,  and  are  generally  maintained  in  satisfactory 
condition.  No  informal  notices  were  served  during  the 
year  respecting  the  cleansing  of  the  premises,  tables,  etc. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  only  two  premises  in  the  district  where 
slaughtering  of  animals  is  carried  on,  one  being  a  private 
slaughterhouse  which  is  only  used  occasionally  for  the  killing 
of  pigs,  the  meat  of  which  is  not  for  public  sale  but  for  use 
in  a  works  canteen. 

The  other  premises  are  owned  by  the  Manchester  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  are  situate  adjoining  the  Mode  Wheel  Cattle 
Market.  There  are  five  slaughterhouses  and  one  set 
apart  for  emergency  slaughter  and  for  the  killing  of  any 
animal  which  may  be  suspected  of  suffering  from  any  con¬ 
tagious  disease.  Only  two  of  the  five  slaughterhouses  are 
in  regular  use. 

Both  the  private  and  the  public  slaughterhouses  are 
subject  to  an  annual  licence. 

The  premises  are  maintained  in  clean  and  satisfactory 
condition. 

The  system  of  meat  inspection  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  Memo  62  Foods  is  strictly  carried  out. 


Six  hundred  and  sixty-eight  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
slaughterhouses  by  the  Inspectors,  the  major  portion  being 
to  the  Manchester  Corporation  slaughterhouse  at  Mode 
Wheel,  where  slaughtering  is  regularly  carried  out.

Diseased  and  unsound  meat  has  been  seized  or  surrendered 
as  shown  in  the  following  tables. 
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CARCASES  AND  PARTS  CONDEMNED  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS. 
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ORGANS  ONLY  CONDEMNED— ALL  CONDITIONS. 
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It  has  been  necessary  in  a  few  instances  to  draw  the 
attention  of  other  authorities  to  the  condition  of  offals  coming 
into  the  Borough  after  inspection  at  the  place  of  slaughter ; 
such  instances  are,  however,  not  so  frequent  as  a  few  years 
ago. 

Formal  seizures  have  been  made  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  two  bovine  carcases  deposited  at  Mode  Wheel,  and 
a  pig’s  head  and  a  pair  of  bovine  lungs  from  butchers’  shops. 

In  the  case  of  one  of  the  bovine  carcases  a  prosecution  was 
instituted  against  the  owner  but  the  magistrates  dismissed 
the  case,  not  being  satisfied  that  the  carcase  was  intended  for 
sale  for  the  food  of  man. 

With  regard  to  the  other  seizures  there  were  circumstances, 
in  each  case,  which  rendered  proceedings  unwarranted.  The 
particulars  relating  to  each  were  reported  at  the  time  to  your 
Committee. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  years  to  the  disposal 
of  milk  from  newly-calved  cows  exposed  for  sale  in  the  Mode 
Wheel  Cattle  Market.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  during 
the  past  year  arrangements  have  been  made  for  all  such  milk 
to  be  used  for  the  feeding  of  pigs  only.  The  milk  is  treated 
before  leaving  the  market  so  as  to  render  it  unsaleable  in 
the  ordinary  way. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the  loss  to 
the  country  by  the  condemnation  of  tubercular  meat.  The 
tabulation  below  shows  the  proportion  '(expressed  as  a  per¬ 
centage  of  the  number  of  carcases  inspected)  in  which  some 
signs  of  tuberculosis,  however  small,  were  found.  It  should 
be  pointed  out  that  with  regard  to  cows  and  bulls  the  number 
inspected  is  comparatively  small  and  most  of  these  are 
slaughtered  for  emergency  reasons.  With  regard  to  pigs, 
the  figures  given  are  no  indication  as  to  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  in  pigs,  for  practically  the  whole  of  the  carcases 
examined  at  Mode  Wheel  had  been  slaughtered  and  inspected 
in  other  districts  before  consignment.

The  total  weight  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  in  this 
district  for  tuberculosis  was  10  tons  10  cwts.  1  quarter  26 
lbs.,  compared  with  9f  tons  during  the  preceding  year. 

A  very  pleasing  feature  of  the  work  in  connection  with 
meat  inspection  is  the  small  number  of  bovine  livers  affected 
with  liver  fluke,  the  figure  being  9.3%  as  compared  with  14.3% 
and  44.0%  for  the  preceding  two  years. 

The  stunning  of  all  sheep  before  slaughter  is  required. 

Since  the  closing  down  of  the  Refuse  Disposal  Plant,  all 
condemned  meat  and  offal  has  been  disposed  of  at  the  works 
of  the  Manchester  Corporation. 

OTHER  FOOD  PREMISES. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-five  visits  were  made  to  butchers 
and  other  meat  shops  to  inspect  the  meat  and  to  observe 
compliance  with  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations. 
Conditions  generally  have  been  of  a  high  standard,  the 
quality  of  meat  sold  being  very  good.  It  is  the  regular 
practice  of  the  meat  traders  to  keep  their  shop  windows 
closed. 

Seven  hundred  visits  have  been  made  to  other  premises 
where  foodstuffs  are  prepared,  stored  or  exposed  for  sale, 
e.g.,  fish-mongers,  greengrocers,  ice  cream  manufacturers, 
fried  fish  and  chip  potato  caterers,  restaurants  and  market 
stalls. 
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To  prevent  nuisances  arising  from  the  storage  of  fish  offal 
and  greengrocers’  refuse,  these  tradesmen  are  permitted  to 
dispose  of  their  refuse  free  of  charge  at  the  Refuse  Disposal 
Works.  This  has  continued  since  the  closing  of  the  incinera¬ 
tor  and  the  refuse  has  been  carted  by  the  Department  and 
disposed  of  at  the  bottom  of  the  tip. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

In  the  administration  of  these  Acts  and  Orders,  258  visits 
have  been  made  to  registered  premises. 

Details  of  one  hundred  and  ten  samples  of  milk  taken  by 
the  Sanitary  Staff  for  bacterial  count  and  for  examination 
for  tubercle  bacilli  are  contained  in  the  Medical  Officer’s 
report. 

The  attention  of  dairymen  has  on  many  occasions  been 
drawn  to  the  practice  of  roundsmen  depositing  crates  of 
milk  bottles  on  the  footpaths  where  they  may  be  fouled  by 
dogs.  Attention  has  also  been  drawn  to  dealers  leaving 
supplies  on  the  doorsteps  of  milkshops  where  they  were  liable 
to  fouling. 

The  use  of  milk  bottles  by  the  public  is  by  no  means  free 
from  criticism,  and  hundreds  are  seen  during  the  course  of 
the  year,  in  the  refuse  collected  from  dust  bins. 

The  dairies  are  generally  maintained  in  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition,  the  chief  need  of  several  being  means  to  sterilise 
bottles  and  other  receptacles.  Conditions  at  some  of  the 
smaller  general  shops  where  milk  is  sold  are  not  so  satisfac¬ 
tory,  due  largely  to  the  overcrowding  of  stock  and  conse¬ 
quent  inability  of  the  shopkeeper  to  clean  the  premises. 

There  are  now  6  farms  within  the  district  where  milk  is 
produced.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  153  cows  were  housed 
at  these  farms  in  the  ten  shippons  registered.  The  conditions 
at  the  farms  are  generally  satisfactory.  They  are  regularly 
visited  by  the  Sanitary  Staff. 
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The  Lancashire  County  Council  are  the  Authority 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  and  in  the  absence  of  special 
instructions  no  samples  of  milk  or  of  other  foods  have  been 
taken  during  the  year. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  following  premises  are  on  the  register  of  “Offensive 
Trades”  : —

Permission  to  establish  “Offensive  Trades”  within  the 
Borough  is  granted  for  one  year  only  and  subject  thereafter 
to  annual  renewal  on  application. 

The  premises  have  been  periodically  visited  by  the 
Sanitary  Staff  and  generally  they  have  been  found  to  be 
kept  in  satisfactory  condition  and  the  businesses  conducted 
in  conformity  with  the  bye-laws. 

One  trade,  that  of  a  rag-and-bone  dealer,  was  established 
without  the  consent  of  the  Town  Council  first  being  obtained. 
This  was  discontinued  on  attention  being  drawn  to  the 
offence. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

393  inspections  have  been  made  to  factories  and  work¬ 
shops. 

Conditions  generally,  especially  in  the  larger  and  more 
permanent  businesses  and  premises,  are  satisfactory. 

8  notices  (as  follows)  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories  respecting  defects  and  insanitary  conditions 
existing  at  factories  and  workshops  within  the  Borough, 
which  conditions  were  remediable  by  action  to  be  taken  by 
the  local  authority.

OUTWORKERS  PREMISES. 

There  is  one  firm  in  the  district  employing  outworkers. 
Lists  of  these  outworkers  have  been  received  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act 
and  particulars  have  been  sent  to  those  neighbouring  autho¬ 
rities  within  whose  district  the  outworkers  reside  or  carry 
on  their  employment. 

Two  lists  of  outworkers,  resident  in  this  district,  but 
engaged  by  firms  without  the  district,  have  been  received 
from  other  authorities. 

Forty-nine  visits  have  been  made  to  outworkers’  premises 
by  the  Staff.  No  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  at  any 
of  the  homes. 


SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

79  time-recorded  smoke  observations  were  taken  during 
the  year.  Bye-laws,  fixing  the  time  concession  for  the 
emission  of  black  smoke  at  two  minutes  in  the  half  hour, 
are  in  operation  in  the  borough ;  this  limit  was  exceeded  on 
6  occasions.  Communications  were  addressed  to  the  offend¬ 
ing  firms  by  the  Town  Clerk.  Three  notices  were  served 
under  the  Public  Health  (Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  1926, 
whilst  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  instance ;  an 
order  to  abate  the  nuisance  was  granted. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  TUBERCULOSIS. 

388  visits  were  made  in  respect  of  the  occurrence  of  cases 
of  infectious  disease  and  of  tuberculosis. 

514  rooms  of  houses  were  fumigated;  the  walls  of  seven 
rooms  were  stripped  of  paper  and  washed  down  with  a 
disinfectant. 

81  separate  lots  of  bedding  and  comprising  articles  were 
removed  to  the  Empress  Street  Depot  for  disinfection  by 
steam. 

24  lots  of  bedding  were  destroyed. 

DISINFESTATION. 

24  rooms  were  fumigated  for  vermin. 

The  method  used  by  the  Department  has  been  by  sulphur 
fumigation,  three  applications  being  spread  over  a  period 
of  one  month,  but  in  bad  cases  of  infestation,  owners  or 
occupiers  of  premises  are  referred  to  firms  who  specialise 
in  disinfestation  by  cyanide  gas. 

REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  in  the  district  17,529 
refuse  receptacles,  viz.,  17,390  galvanised  iron  dust  bins,  14 
dry  ashplaces,  123  pail  closets  and  2  privies. 

All  refuse  receptacles  are  emptied  weekly;  in  addition 
the  pail  closets  on  the  docks  and  wharves  are  emptied  twice 
weekly. 

In  connection  with  refuse  removal,  the  following 
vehicles  are  in  the  service  of  the  Department : — 

Two  S.  &  D.  rear-loading  vehicles  of  10  cubic  yards 
capacity;  three  S.  &  D.  Freighters,  Newcastle  type, 
each  7  cubic  yards  capacity;  two  Morris  30-cwt. 
vehicles  with  canvas  covers. 
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One  motor  vehicle  is  used  for  the  carting  of  soil  and 
cinders  for  covering  the  tip. 

The  total  weight  of  domestic  refuse  collected  during  the 
year  was  13,851  tons  3  cwts.  The  estimated  population  being 
59,500  the  average  weight  of  refuse  produced  per  person 
is  equal  to  4.65  cwts.  per  annum.  The  average  daily  (365 
days)  amount  of  refuse  collected  is  37.9  tons,  or  12.75  cwts. 
per  1,000  population.  The  average  daily  amount  of  refuse 
per  1,000  population  was  12.23  cwts.  in  1935  and  12.05  cwts. 
in  1934. 

There  are  16,560  houses  in  the  district.  The  average 
weight  of  refuse  collected  per  house  per  year  is  17  cwts. 

I, 891  tons  3  cwts.  3  qtrs.  of  domestic  refuse  were  dealt 
with  at  the  Destructor  Works,  prior  to  the  closing  of  the 
works  at  the  end  of  April,  together  with  297  tons  8  cwts. 
of  trade  refuse  delivered  at  the  Depot  by  tradesmen. 

II, 959  tons  19  cwts.  2  qrs.  of  refuse  have  been  tipped  at 
the  Stretford  Ees  tip. 

52  loads,  or  41  tons  13  cwts.  of  refuse,  the  contents  of 
pail  closets,  have  been  tipped  at  Bradshaw’s  Farm  for  use 
on  the  land. 

The  burning  of  refuse  at  the  Destructor  resulted  in  the 
production  of  approximately  588  tons  of  clinker.  Of  this 
quantity,  404  tons  18  cwts.  were  removed  by  our  own  vehicles 
to  the  tip,  whilst  183  tons  were  sold. 

Approximately  150  tons  of  clinker  were  utilised  in  the 
manufacture  of  mortar.  The  plant  has  been  overhauled  but 
is  closed  down  pending  any  alterations  to  the  Destructor 
plant. 
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19  tons  10  cwts.  of  flue  dust  and  108  tons  of  brickbats, 
etc.,  were  removed  from  the  Destructor  to  the  tip,  the  former 
is  used  for  “blinding”  the  tip  face. 

146  tons  of  crushed  clinker  were  carted  to  the  tip  for 
covering  purposes  or  for  road  making. 

146  loads  of  tradesmen’s  refuse  were  received  at  the 
Stretford  Ees  tip  and  disposed  of  at  charges  fixed  by  the 
Committee. 

The  income  from  the  collection  and  disposal  of  trade 
refuse  was  £131.

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AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

765  calls  for  services  were  received,  and  846  persons 
were  removed,  as  a  result  of  accident  or  illness,  to  the  under¬ 
mentioned  institutions  or  addresses,  in  the  motor  ambu¬ 
lances  maintained  by  the  Council. 

The  ambulance  was  not  required  on  34  occasions  when 
a  call  was  answered. 

During  the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  agree¬ 
ments,  ambulance  service  was  rendered  on  30  occasions  in 
the  Urmston  district,  and  on  61  occasions  in  Flixton  and 
Davyhulme. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Ambulance  Service  wras  approxi¬ 
mately  £409,  of  which  £181  was  recovered.  The  net  cost 
to  the  Council  was  therefore  approximately  £228.  Mileage 
registered,  5932.3.

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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Watch  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the  work  carried  out 
during  the  year  1936  by  members  of  the  Public  Health  Staff 
in  relation  to  matters  coming  under  your  control. 

Cinema  Houses — 

The  Cinema  houses  have  been  periodically  visited  and 
inspected  with  respect  to  the  sanitary  accommodation. 
Attention  has  been  drawn  to  defects  found  and  these  have 
at  once  been  remedied. 

Difficulty  is  at  times  experienced  by  the  management  of 
the  various  cinemas  in  maintaining  the  conveniences  in  a 
clean  condition  during  the  performances  and  in  avoiding 
abuse  by  visiting  public. 

Petroleum  and  Carbide  Stores — 

15  new  applications  for  licences  were  submitted  during 
the  year  and  were  granted.  In  all,  133  licences  to  store 
petroleum  spirit,  6  to  store  carbide  of  calcium,  and  13  to 
store  petroleum  and  carbide  of  calcium  were  granted. 
Licence  fees  amounting  to  £134  15s.  Od.  were  received. 

All  new  stores  are  constructed  in  accordance  with  Regu¬ 
lations  adopted  by  your  Committee  and  all  are  inspected 
prior  to  a  licence  being  issued.  Many  have  been  revisited 
during  the  year  to  ascertain  if  the  premises  or  stores  were 
in  the  same  condition  as  when  originally  licensed,  and  to 
observe  if  the  conditions  of  the  licences  are  being  observed. 

Hackney  Carriages — 

A  tabulated  statement  is  appended  showing  the  number 
of  licences  granted  during  the  year  to  ply  for  hire  within 
the  district.  In  addition  to  the  £3  8s.  Od.  received  for  the 
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licences,  £15  10s.  Od.  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Transport  in  respect  of  the  loss  of  licence  fees  due  to  the 
operation  of  the  Roads  Act,  1930.  These  licences  are  prin¬ 
cipally  in  respect  of  taxi-cabs  plying  for  hire  from  the 
Cricket  Ground,  Manchester  United  Football  Ground  and 
White  City  Stands. 

Licences  to  Deal  in  Game — 

Three  licences  to  deal  in  game  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Explosives  Act  1875— 

63  persons  were  registered  during  the  year  for  the  sale  of 
fireworks  under  the  above  Act.  A  fee  of  Is.  is  payable  in 
each  instance. 

Marine  Store  Dealers— 

There  are  6  marine  store  dealers  on  the  register  kept  by 
the  Department  in  pursuance  of  Section  86  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  (Amendment)  Act,  1907.  One  being  added 
during  the  year. 

Factories  and  Workshops — 

Byelaws  as  to  providing  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire 
in  factories  and  workshops  where  less  than  forty  persons 
are  employed  are  in  operation  in  the  Borough. 

Two  notices  under  these  bye-laws  have  been  served  and 
the  necessary  means  of  escape  have  been  provided. 

Shops— 

Four  hundred  and  twenty  visits  have  been  made  to  shop 
premises  during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Shops  Acts,  1912  to  1928. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  one  shopkeeper 
for  a  contravention  of  the  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act, 
1928,  a  fine  of  5s.  was  imposed.  Twenty  warning  letters 
were  addressed  to  shop-keepers  respecting  minor  ofifences. 
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The  Orders  made  under  the  Shops  Act,  1912,  and  in 
operation  are — 

Boot  and  Shoe  Trades  :  Weekly  Half  Holiday  Order, 
1916;  Closing  Order,  1927. 

Butchers  :  Half  Holiday  and  Closing  Order,  1920. 

Chemists  :  Weekly  Half  Holiday  Exemption  Order,  1913. 

Grocers  :  Half  Holiday  Order,  1913. 

Hairdressers  :  Half  Holiday  Order,  1913  and  1914. 

Stationers  and  Fancy  Dealers :  Weekly  Half  Holiday 
Exemption  Order,  1913. 

By  an  Order  (under  the  Shops  [Hours  of  Closing]  Act 
1928)  adopted  in  1929  the  “late”  day  has  been  altered  from 
Saturday  to  Friday. 

The  duty  of  administering  the  provisions  of  the  Shops 
Act,  1934,  except  Section  10  which  is  administered  by  the 
Health  Committee  and  the  provisions  relating  to  Street 
Trading,  administered  by  the  Education  Committee,  have 
been  delegated  by  the  Corporation  to  your  Committee. 

The  Shops  Register  has  been  revised  during  the  year  and 
the  1,100  shopkeepers  have  been  circularised  and  advised  of 
their  duties  and  responsibilities  under  the  Acts  which  have 
become  operative  during  the  year.

Housing  Survey,  !  935-36 


Duties  of  Local  Authority. 

1.  The  Housing  Act,  1935,  makes  it  the  duty  of  every  local 
authority  to  cause  an  inspection  to  he  made  of  their  district,  to  ascertain 
what  dwelling  houses  therein  are  overcrowded  and  to  prepare  and  sub¬ 
mit  to  the  Minister  of  Health  a  report  showing  the  result  of  the  inspec¬ 
tion  and  the  number  of  new  houses  required  to  abate  the  overcrowding. 

2.  Unless  the  local  authority  are  satisfied  that  the  required  num¬ 
ber  of  new  houses  will  be  otherwise  provided,  they  are  to  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  Minister  proposals  for  the  provision  of  the  necessary 
accommodation. 

Standards  of  Overcrowding. 

3.  The  Act  lays  it  down  that  a  house  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
overcrowded  when  the  number  of  persons  sleeping  in  it,  either 

(a)  is  such  that  any  two  of  those  persons,  being  persons  ten 
years  old  or  more  of  opposite  sexes  and  not  being  persons 
living  together  as  husband  and  wife,  must  sleep  in  the 
same  room ;  or 

(b)  is,  in  relation  to  the  number  and  floor  area  of  the  rooms 
of  which  the  house  consists,  in  excess  of  the  permitted 
number  of  persons  as  defined  in  the  Act. 

4.  In  determining  the  number  of  persons  sleeping  in  a  house 

(i)  no  account  is  taken  of  a  child  under  one  year  old; 

(ii)  a  child  over  one  year  but  under  ten  is  to  be  reckoned  as 
half  a  unit. 

5.  The  First  Schedule  to  the  Act  lays  down  “the  permitted  num¬ 
ber  of  persons,”  in  relation  to  any  dwelling  house,  as  either — 

(a)  the  number  specified  in  the  second  column  of  Table  I 
following,  or 

(b)  in  relation  to  the  size  of  the  rooms  the  number  shown  in 
the  second  column  of  Table  II 

whichever  is  the  less.

No  regard  is  to  be  had  to  any  room  having  a  floor  area  of  less 

than  50  sq.  feet. 


7.  “Rooms”  include  living  rooms  as  well  as  bedrooms.  If,  there¬ 
fore,  a  living  room  is  available,  although  it  may  not  contain  any 
sleeping  accommodation  in  the  proper  sense  of  the  term,  it  is  computed 
as  a  room.  On  the  other  hand,  rooms  which  are  not  normally  used  in 
the  locality  either  as  living  rooms  or  as  bedrooms,  e.g.,  sculleries  and 
bathrooms  are  not  counted  as  rooms. 


8.  A  “dwelling-house”  is  defined  as  any  premises  used  as  a 
separate  dwelling  by  persons  of  the  working  classes  or  of  a  type  suit¬ 
able  for  such  use.  The  definition  therefore  includes  any  part  of  a 
building  which  is  used,  or  is  capable  of  use  as  a  separate  dwelling  by 
persons  of  the  working  classes.  Any  part  of  a  house  occupied  by  a 
sub-tenant  is  a  separate  dwelling  house  for  the  purposes  of  this 
housing  survey,  i.e.,  a  house  “let  in  lodgings”  so  as  to  accommodate 
say  5  families  is  counted  as  5  “dwellinghouses”  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Act. 


Arrangements  for  Survey. 

9.  (a)  By  direction  of  the  Council  the  enumeration  was  ex¬ 

tended  to  all  houses  in  the  Borough  (excluding  hotels 
and  institutions). 

(b)  The  enumeration  was  carried  out  by  a  temporary  staff  of 
eight  enumerators  and  two  clerks  under  the  supervision 
of  a  sanitary  inspector. 
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(c)  Measuring  up,  where  necessary,  was  carried  out  by  two 
sanitary  inspectors,  each  with  a  temporary  assistant,  the 
work  being  supervised  by  the  sanitary  inspector  referred 
to  in  paragraph  (b)  above. 

■(d)  Temporary  office  accommodation  was  provided  for  the 
staff  engaged  in  the  work. 

(e)  At  the  request  of  the  Education  Committee  it  was  agreed 
that  from  the  information  obtained  at  the  enumeration 
statistics  should  be  prepared  showing  the  number  of 
children  of  school  age  and  of  pre-school  age. 

10.  In  carrying  out  the  survey  of  the  Borough,  the  forms 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Memorandum  B  issued  for 
the  guidance  of  local  authorities  and  in  Regulations  setting  forth 
forms  of  notices,  etc.,  were  adopted. 

The  Survey. 

11.  The  preparation  of  forms  and  cards  commenced  on  the  9th 
of  December;  the  preliminary  enumeration  commenced  on  the  12th 
December,  1935,  and  was  completed  on  the  30th  January,  1936. 

12.  The  preliminary  enumeration  covered  16,515  premises;  of 
152  premises  no  portion  was  found  to  be  used  as  a  dwelling  house,  e.g., 
premises  entirely  used  as  lock-up  shops,  workshops,  etc. 

The  number  of  occupied  premises  was  16,106. 

13.  At  the  time  of  the  Survey  there  were  within  the  Borough 
257  empty  houses,  of  which  79  were  newly  erected  and  were  for  sale. 
So  far  as  the  Department  has  been  able  to  ascertain,  the  whole  of  178 
unoccupied  houses  available  for  renting  are  to  be  let  at  rentals  above 
15/-  per  week,  thus  bringing  them  outside  the  definition  of  houses 
suitable  for  the  working  classes. 

The  number  of  structurally  separate  dwellings  occupied  was 
16,106,  comprising  17,238  separate  “dwellings”  as  defined  in  paragraph 
8.  There  are  1,105  houses  which  contain  more  than  one  family. 

14.  The  total  number  of  persons  of  all  ages  in  the  premises 
enumerated  was  59,336  or  3.7  persons  per  family.  Of  these  481  were 
children  under  one  year  of  age  who  are  not  taken  into  consideration 
in  calculating  any  overcrowding. 

15.  Of  the  17,238  families,  the  preliminary  enumeration  showed 
a  possible  overcrowding  in  533  instances.  These  were  surveyed  in 
detail  by  two  members  of  the  Sanitary  Staff  assisted  by  two  of  the 
temporary  enumerators,  but  progress  was  considerably  delayed  by  the 
illness  of  one  of  the  Inspectors. 
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16.  From  the  survey  of  the  enumerated  houses  and  from  infor¬ 
mation  obtained  by  the  Department  from  premises  not  enumerated, 
e.g.,  hotels  and  institutions,  the  population  of  the  Borough  appears  to 
be  approximately  60,250. 

17.  The  cost  of  the  survey,  up  to  and  including  the  2nd  May, 
1936,  was  £859  6s.  Od.  This  sum  includes  an  allocation  of  the  salaries 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  engaged  on  the  work  and  the  cost  of 
office  maintenance.  Actual  new  expenditure  in  the  period  named  was 
£658  11s.  8d. 


Overcrowding. 

18.  The  Ministry’s  Form  C  has  been  prepared  so  as  to  show  the 
extent  of  overcrowding  in — 

All  houses. 

Corporation  houses. 

Houses  contained  in  the  Five  Year  Programme. 

Other  houses. 

Distribution  of  houses  in  Wards. 


19.  Of  the  533  houses  surveyed  and  measured  83  were  found  to 
be  overcrowded  on  Table  II  standard  in  relation  to  the  numbers 
occupying  the  rooms  and  on  the  floor  area;  and  one  dwelling  was 
overcrowded  by  reason  of  the  non-separation  of  sexes,  giving  a  total 
of  84  families  living  in  overcrowded  dwellings  (as  defined  in  para¬ 
graph  8). 

The  rate  of  overcrowding  is  therefore  .49%  families.  The  total 
number  of  persons  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  is  534. 


20.  Of  the  84  houses  overcrowded  24  are  owned  by  the  Cor¬ 
poration,  and  are  distributed  in  wards  as  follows  : —

It  will,  no  doubt,  be  possible  for  the  Housing  Committee  to 
arrange  suitaible  transfers  of  tenancy  to  abate  overcrowding  in  the 
case  of  the  24  Municipal  houses,  and  particulars  have  been  furnished 
to  the  Estates  Department  with  that  object. 

In  addition  to  the  84  cases  of  overcrowding  already  referred  to, 
the  survey  shows  that,  by  the  increasing  ages  of  children  a  further  14 
houses  will  become  overcrowded  by  31st  December,  1936,  five  of  these 
being  Corporation  houses.

21.  Table  F  (i)  shows  the  type  of  house  in  which  the  over¬ 
crowding  occurs  and  whether  it  occurs  in  houses  occupied  by  one 
family  or  by  two  or  more  families. 

Five  houses  have  not  been  included  in  the  table  nor  in  the  state¬ 
ment  of  requirements  for  rehousing  for  the  following  reasons,  viz.  :  — 

One  house  is  owned  by  the  East  Lancashire  County  Territorial 
Association. 

One  house  (and  shop)  is  overcrowded  by  the  use  of  a  living  room 
as  a  supper  room  for  customers. 

In  two  instances  of  overcrowding  in  houses  let  in  lodgings  the 
overcrowding  can  be  abated  by  the  sub-tenants  using  rooms  which  are 
now  unoccupied. 

In  one  Corporation  house  the  overcrowding  can  be  abated  by  the 
removal  of  lodgers. 

22.  None  of  the  houses  included  in  the  Corporation’s  Five  Year 
housing  programme  were  overcrowded. 

23.  Of  the  overcrowded  families  13  are  on  the  list  of  applicants 
to  the  Housing  Department  for  new  houses. 

24.  The  survey  has  brought  to  light  many  more  houses  let  in 
lodgings,  and  there  now  appear  to  ibe  242  houses  coming  within  this 
category.  These  houses  accommodate  868  families,  consisting  of 
1,826  persons  or  an  equivalent  of  1,7034  adults. 

The  average  number  of  families  in  these  242  houses  is  3.6,  persons 
per  family  2.1  and  persons  per  room  1.04. 

This  number  (242)  includes  30  so-called  “flats”  which  have  not 
been  the  subject  of  plans  approved  by  the  Corporation  and  which  will 
require  further  inspection. 

There  are  166  families  living  and  sleeping  in  “combined  rooms.” 

25.  Overcrowding  occurs  in  32  families  living  in  houses  let  in 
lodgings,  viz.,  31  on  floor  space  and  one  on  the  non-separation  of  sexes. 
These  are  included  in  the  number  quoted  in  paragraph  19. 

26.  Eleven  caravans  were  included  in  the  preliminary  enumera¬ 
tion,  but  have  not  been  included  in  the  cases  of  overcrowding. 

27.  Tables  A.,  B.,  D.,  and  E.  in  the  original  Report  showed  : — 

Table  A.  A  summary  of  all  houses  in  the  Borough  showing  the 
number  of  rooms  which  for  purposes  of  the  Act  may 
Ibe  used  as  bedrooms 
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Table  B.  Similar  statistics  in  respect  of  Corporation  houses. 

Table  D.  Similar  information  in  respect  of  those  houses  which 
are  scheduled  for  attention  under  the  1930  Act. 

Table  E.  Relates  to  all  houses  not  included  in  Tables  B  and  D. 

28.  In  paragraph  7  it  was  shown  that  living  rooms  must  be 
included  in  accommodation  in  deciding  whether  any  dwelling  house  is 
overcrowded  according  to  the  standards  laid  down  in  the  Act.  Table 
H  shows  the  number  of  families  overcrowded  on  a  bedroom  standard, 
excluding  living  rooms. 

Rehousing  Requirements. 

29.  Section  I  of  the  Act  provides  that  unless  a  local  authority 
are  satisfied  that  the  necessary  accommodation  shown  by  their  report 
to  be  required  for  the  abatement  of  overcrowding  will  be  otherwise 
provided,  the  local  authority  must  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Minister 
proposals  for  providing  such  accommodation. 

In  considering  their  proposals  the  authority  must  take  into 
account  the  accommodation  provided,  or  likely  to  be  provided,  by 
private  enterprise. 

The  Ministry’s  Memorandum  B  points  out  that  a  local  authority 
may  have  a  certain  number  of  large  families  to  provide  for  who 
cannot  be  adequately  accommodated  in  the  type  of  house  normally 
provided  by  the  local  authority.  To  meet  the  needs  of  such  families 
it  may  be  possible  to  acquire  existing  houses  and  for  this  purpose 
the  powers  of  acquisition  by  compulsory  purchase  conferred  by  Sec¬ 
tion  20  of  the  1935  Act  will  be  available. 

In  submitting  their  proposals  to  the  Minister,  a  local  authority 
must  give  an  estimate  of  the  total  numiber  of  houses  of  the  various 
types  and  sizes  which  they  consider  will  be  necessary.  This  total 
estimate  will  be  based  on  the  results  of  the  analysis  of  Form  C  as 
modified  by  the  effect  of  future  demolitions  and  re-housing  under  the 
1930  Act,  the  effect  of  building  by  private  enterprise  and  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  further  cases  of  overcrowding  arising  in  the  near  future  by 
the  growth  of  families  in  age  and  numbers.  Where  the  amount  of 
re-housing  thus  shown  to  be  necessary  is  comparatively  small,  the  local 
authority  should  submit  specific  proposals  for  the  building  of  the  total 
numiber  of  houses.  Where,  however,  a  substantial  amount  of  re¬ 
housing  is  indicated  as  being  required,  the  local  authority  should  in 
the  first  instance  submit  specific  proposals  providing  for  only  a  portion 
of  the  total  number. 
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30.  The  extent  and  degree  of  overcrowding  is  shown  on  Form  C 
(No.  1)  relating  to  the  whole  district,  which  gives  a  picture  of  the 
housing  conditions,  so  far  as  density  is  concerned,  of  all  families 
enumerated.  The  thick  black  diagonal  line  in  the  table  separates  the 
overcrowded  families  from  those  not  overcrowded.  The  families 
recorded  on  the  left  of  the  diagonal  line  are  all  overcrowded  on  room 
standard  and  the  families  to  the  right  of  the  line  are  not  overcrowded. 
One  house  overcrowded  on  sex  separation  standard  appears  to  the 
right  of  the  diagonal. 

37  of  the  84  cases  of  overcrowding  come  immediately  below  the 
diagonal  line,  which  means  that  the  degree  of  overcrowding  is  no 
more  than  half  a  person  in  each  case,  but  the  advancing  age  of 
children  will  soon  increase  the  degree  of  overcrowding. 

25  houses  are  overcrowded  by  one  person, 

11  houses  are  overcrowded  by  one  and  a  half  persons, 

5  houses  are  overcrowded  by  two  persons,  and 

5  houses  are  overcrowded  by  two  and  a  half  persons, 

1  house  is  overcrowded  by  non-separation  of  the  sexes. 

Immediately  above  the  diagonal  line  there  are  154  families  which 
may  be  regarded  as  borderline  cases  and  which  are  within  half  a 
person  of  being  overcrowded,  and  7 82  families  within  one  adult  person 
of  overcrowding.  The  advancing  ages  of  children  or  the  addition  of 
a  lodger  may  bring  these  families  below  the  diagonal  line.  These 
cases  will  require  review  in  the  near  future. 

The  survey  has  disclosed  that  of  the  17,238  families,  84  families 
or  0.49  per  cent,  are  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  whilst  154  or 
.893  per  cent,  occupy  accommodation  of  the  minimum  size  required 
by  the  Act  and  17,000  or  about  98.6  per  cent,  have  accommodation  in 
excess  of  that  standard. 

31.  Tables  F  (i)  and  F  (ii)  in  the  original  Report,  prepared  from 
an  analysis  of  Form  C.,  show  the  total  number  of  houses  which  must 
be  vacated  by  the  removal  of  overcrowded  families,  the  unoccupied 
accommodation  available  at  the  time  of  the  survey,  and  the  type  of 
house  required  to  re-house  displaced  families.  Table  F  (ii)  excludes 
the  overcrowded  municipal  houses  and  indicates  the  total  houses 
required  immediately  to  abate  overcrowding  to  be  44,  and  by  31st 
December,  1936,  this  number  will  be  increased  to  53.  Table  G 
indicates  the  total  requirements  for  re-housing  as  on  December  31st, 
1936. 
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Future  Administration. 

32.  By  Section  3  (1)  overcrowding  after  the  “appointed  day”  is 
made  an  offence  on  the  part  of  the  occupier  who  causes  it,  and  of  the 
landlord  who  permits  it,  subject  to  certain  safeguards. 

The  “appointed  day”  for  this  purpose  in  Stretford  is  1st  January, 
1937.  The  local  authority  must  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Act  to 
secure  the  abatement  of  overcrowding  and  to  prevent  recurrence. 

The  local  authority  may  publish  information  for  the  assistance  of 
owners  and  occupiers  as  to  their  rights  and  duties  with  respect  to 
overcrowding. 

Six  months  after  an  appointed  day,  which  in  Stretford  is  1st  July, 
1936,  all  rent  books  or  similar  documents  relating  to  working  class 
houses  must  contain  a  summary  in  a  prescribed  form  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Act,  together  with  a  statement  (obtainable  from  the 
local  authority)  showing  the  permitted  number  of  persons  in  relation 
to  that  house.  If  requested  by  the  local  authority  the  rent  book  must 
be  produced  within  7  days  under  penalty  of  a  fine  of  £2. 

Licences  may  be  granted  by  the  local  authority,  in  exceptional 
circumstances,  to  authorise  the  temporary  use  of  a  house  by  persons 
in  excess  of  the  permitted  number. 

The  landlord  is  required  to  notify  the  local  authority  if  it  comes 
to  his  knowledge  that  any  tenant  is  committing  an  overcrowding 
*  offence,  and  on  letting  a  house  he  must  take  steps  to  ascertain  that  the 
number  of  persons  shall  not  exceed  the  permitted  number. 

The  local  authority  are  required  to  take  steps  to  secure  the  abate¬ 
ment  of  overcrowding  by  the  service  of  notice  and  if  necessary  may 
apply  to  the  Court  to  obtain  possession  of  a  house. 

33.  It  is  known  to  the  Department  that  considerable  movement 
of  families  is  taking  place,  particularly  in  those  districts  bordering  on 
the  adjoining  cities.  The  larger  type  of  house  is  being  let  in  lodgings 
to  members  of  several  families,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  portions  of 
the  Borough  wll  have  to  be  re-enumerated. 

34.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  required  by  Section  11  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1935,  to  furnish  annually  to  the  Minister  of  Health 
particulars  with  respect  to  conditions  in  relation  to  overcrowding.
